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this letter? 

A It was signed by Patrick J. Reynolds on June 
13, 1962. 

Q Did this letter come to your attention before 
it left The Times for Union News? 

A I recollect that I probably did see a copy 
of it. I know this was being done. We discussed it. 

Q Is this the example of the steps — 

MR. ROTH: I object to examples. 

THE COURT: That wasn't a full question. 

What is your question? 

Q Is this an example of the steps The Times took 
to insure that the posters — 

THE COURT: I sustain all this about insured. 
This is what you do if they reported to you 
that it wasn't displayed? 

THE WITNESS: That is correct. 

Q Did you take other steps? 

A We do that from time to time to make sure they 
are doing what we are paying for. 

MR. ROSENBERG: I ask that Exhibit 21 be 
received in evidence at this time. 

Mr. Reynolds is dead, your Honor. This exhibit 
Exhibit 21, was produced at the Federal Trade Commission 
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hearing pursuant to a subpoena. 

MR. ROTH: There are going to ba other pieces 
of paper as exhibits in connection with Mr. Reynolds. 

THE COURT: It will be received. 

(Government's Exhibit 21 was received in 

evidence.) 

Q Did you from time to time receive reports from 
those who worked beneath you in the circulation department 
of the New York Times concerning whether the posters were 
being displayed at the newsstands? 

THE COURT: He already testified he did receive 
such reports and we have been into that. I understand 

what happens. 

THE WITNESS: We make complaints but continued 

payment. 

Q Did you ever receive an inquiry from anyone 
at the Union News Company concerning whether The Times had 
entered into agreements with other retail stands for 
posting of promotional material? 

A No. 

Q I show you what has been marked Government's 

Exhibit 61(3) for identification and ask you whether you 
have ever seen that letter before this week? 

A No, I haven't. This was a form that may 
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have gone to Mr. Reynolds. I did not see it. 

Q Did there come a time in the winter of 1962-63 
when the New York Times ceased publication for some period? 

A A 114-day strike. 

Q At about the time when the New York Times 
began to publish once again in the spring of 1963 did you 
have occasion to speak with anyone at the Union News 
Company concerning the poster agreement? 

A Possibly. 

THE COURT: Do you recall? 

THE WITNESS: I don't recall. 

Q Do you recall whether the poster agreement with 

the Union News Company was ever modified at any time? 

A It was modified to an increase from 500 to 
528 locations and the rate per location was increased to 

$4.90. The exact details of that arrangement I don't 
recall. 

Q Do you recall whether at the time the agreement 
was modified there was any change in the New York Times' 
rates under the agreement? 

THE COURT: What does that mean? He doesn't 
know what that means and I don't either.

Put it another way. 

You increased the number of locations and 


you 
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increased the rental rate and were there any other 
changes? 


THE WITNESS: None. 

THE COURT: You don't remember when this was 

done? 

THE WITNESS: This was after the strike, if I 

recall. 

THE COURT: '63? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, April of *63. 

Q I show you what ha been marked as Government's 
Exhibit 19 for identification, a memorandum from -- pjr 
and ask you whether you have ever seen that before? 

A I saw this file. 

Q Can you briefly identify what it contains? 

A This is a response to the letter you earlier 

showed me that was sent by Mr. Reynolds to Strassman calling 
his attention to those locations that he indicated that 
did not display our promotion material and these are copies 
of notifications to the supervisor or supts., as they refer 
to them, in charge, to look into and take the necessary 
action to correct it. 


Q Just to make the record clear, are you saying 
that Government's Exhibit 19 was a response to this letter 
of June 13, 1962 which is Government's Exhibit 21? 
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A No, they don't correspond. This is April 11, 
1962. There must have been an earlier letter. This is 
an earlier letter. 

Q Referring only to Government's Exhibit 19 for 
identification, did that memorandum make its way up to 
your desk? 

THE COURT: It doesn't matter whether it made its 
way up to his desk. 

Do you recall seeing that before? 

THE WITNESS: I do recall seeing it. There are 
a lot of papers that cross my desk specifying these 
locations. Vaguely I do recall it. 

MR. ROSENBERG: The Government offers Exhibit 19. 

MR. ROTH: This document is dated April 11, 

1962. I have no objection to it. 

THE COURT: Received. 

(Government's Exhibit 19 was received in 
evidence.) 

Q Let me call your attention to page 2 of 
Exhibit 19 which is a copy of a letter on Union News 
Company letterhead stationery and ask you to look at the 
first complete sentence on that page. 

I ask you whether you know what the phrase

"promotion material" that appears in that sentence refers 
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to? 

MR. ROTH; I think that is nothing for this 
witness to talk about. Somebody else wrote it. 

THE COURT; What he thought promotion material 
was, what was that? 

THE WITNESS; That is the newsstand cards and 
posters that is referred to. 

THE COURT; There is no mystery about that. 

Q During the period when this agreement was in 
effect did you have occasion to epeak with Mr. Morris 
Strassman or other executives of the Union News Company 
concerning the posters? 

A No. 

Q Did you have occasion to speak with Mr. Strassman 

or Mr. Garfinkle or any of the other Union News executives 
concerning any of the promotional agreements that The Times 
had with the Union News Company? 

A The only time I would be talking to them was 
when we changed the arrangement and when they added on or 
increased the number of stands that was not in our original 
agreement. I think it was 528 to a greater number that 
we disallowed. 

Q Was the agreement between The Times and the

Union News Company ever modified at any date after the 1963 
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modification? 

THE COURT: You mean after they increased the 

number —

Q After the agrement was increased to 528 stands 
at $4.90 a stand a month was there any increase? 

A That was the last. 

Q Did the invoices from the Union News Company 
for advertising display for the posters come to you for 
approval throughout the period of the agreement? 

A They did. 

Q Mr. Goldstein, let me show part of what has been 

marked Government's Exhibit 33 for identification and ask 
you whether you recall receiving the invoice from the 
Union News Company dated December 2, 1968? 

A I did. 

Q Is there anything that distinguished this 
invoice from any of its predecessors from 1963 forward? 

A The number was automatically increased from 

547 to 528 without any understanding between the two 
parties. 

THE COURT: Increased from 528 to 547 you mean. 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

Q Was this an agreement or a modification in the 


agreement which The Times negotiated with the Union News

Q Would you pay $4 a month for a stand in 
Dubuque, Iowa or in some other small town? 

A No. 

Q I think you testified that in 1961 and '62 you 
had no other arrangements with the exception of this dollar 
a month for a certain number of stands, is that right? 
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A In the metropolitan area, within the 50-mile 

area. 

Q And you submitted this list prepared by you for 
Mr. Veit on the date of January 26, 1962. 

THE COURT: Would you give the exhibit number. 

Q Exhibit 18.. 

The last page has a list of the dealers. 

A That is correct. 

Q Who received this document? 

A Correct. That was an arrangement we made at 
a dollar a month. 

Q Did you pay the dollar a month? 

A I don't recall that any payments were made, 

t Q Would you say that it's your information that 
no payments were actually made? 

A I would say that. 

Q You would? 

A I would say that. 

Q And the dealers, the first dealer is Robert 

Sullivan, 2205 Ryer Avenue; Siegel, Southeast Allerton 
and White Plains Road; C. Weyant, Westchester Square 
Station, corner of Ferris Place; Leibowitz, Southeast 
Jerome and Bainbridge Avenue.

Q What do you mean by a newsstand, stationery

I show you Government'8 Exhibit 20 for identi¬ 
fication and ask you whether you are familiar with it.

Q All these were, as Mr. Rosenberg asked you,

A The circulation department, yes. 

MR. ROTH: I offer it in evidence. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No objection. 

THE COURT: Received. 

(Defendant's Exhibit C was received in 

evidence.) 

Q In this first memorandum, what was Mr. Waters' 

position? 

A National circulation manager. He was respons¬ 

ible for circulation outside the metropolitan 50-mile trad¬ 
ing area. 

Q The first letter is headed "Union newsstands 
and country territory." 

It states that 166 applicants are actively 
selling the New York Times. 

Is that about correct in your recollection of 


what happened at that time?

A That is the approximate number. 

Q He said that 32 offices do not display display 

n^tstial. He has a list attached. He says: 

"Re: Accounts that receive Times at lower 
price." 

We pay $35 per month airport canteen to cover 
Chicago on Midway Airport. 

Do you recollect? 

A I do. 

Q There is a letter dated July 3, 1963 from Mr. 
Waters to Airport Transport Services, Inc. and it says 
that effective May 24, 1963 this is your authority to 
bill us at the rate of $50 per month for special advertis¬ 
ing display at the main newsstand, O'Hare Airport, Chicago, 
Illinois. 

This is an all-year service. You will 
forward bills for this service to our auditing department 
monthly. You will be reimbursed accordingly. 

Is that correct? Prior to that time it was 

$35. 

MR. ROSENBERG: What exhibit is that? 

THE COURT: Exhibit C. 

Q The arrangement was originally at Midway, wasn’t 

it? 
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is the O'Hare Airport situation." 

Who is Sam? 

A Sam Kaplan was our field traveling represent¬ 
ative that covered Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin. 

Q "We are paying Henley $50 per month, ostensibly 
for the privilege of displaying a sign in return for 
which we are copy display on the stands. Not only 
are we not displayed with the local papers, but they 
are charging 20 cents per copy." 

What was the cover price that you asked people 
to sell for in Chicago at that time? 

A What was the date of the memorandum? 

Q August 27, 1964. 

A It could have been 13 cents. 

Q It could have been? 

A In '63 we went to 10 cents and we established 

charging more in the country area. Accepting this, I am 
sorry, Mr. Roth, the price is higher in air delivered 
cities. 

Q But this indicates that Mr. Holmberg is dis¬ 
satisfied with the 20 cents per copy, is he not, and not 
only are we not displayed with local papers but they are 
charging 20 cents a copy. 

A He was disssatisfied with Mr. Henley. 
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Q And also with the fact they were charging 20 
cents a copy? 

A Correct. 

Q The original agreement dates back to when 

Midway was in operation. 

THE COURT: I don't like to interrupt you but 
I am still having trouble in my own mind of the relevance 
of the New York Times with Midway and O'Hare. 

MR. ROTH: May I attempt to explain that? 

THE COURT: I wish you would. 

MR. ROTH: You heard a statement that we are 
getting $4 a month for 500 stands and here is one that is 
$35 a month for one stand. 


THE COURT: That isn't the issue before me. 

The issue here, as I understand it, is whether Union News 
has violated an order of the Court of Appeals that I have 
not yet seen. That is the issue I have here. 

You may think it's too small but I don't quite 

see it. 

MR. ROTH: Let me go on. 

THE COURT: I don't see what difference it 

makes. Supposing they did? If Union News violated 
this judgment of the United States Court of Appeals it's 
quite immaterial as to whether the New York Times had a 
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MR. ROTH: Your Honor hasn't given me a 

chance to explain. 

THE COURT: What is the explanation? 

MR. ROTH: The order requires that there be a 
situation in which they did not proportionately give it to 
others. We maintain that they did to anyone comparable 
to us and that this was probably one of the few instances 
where you have anybody comparable. That is our claim. 

THE COURT: You say Union News and O'Hare 
Airport are comparable? 


MR. ROTH: One stand of Union News is comparable 
to one stand of theirs. 

THE COURT: You have made your offer of proof. 
You are going to have to get somebody from O'Hare to 
establish that. 

MR. ROTH: I say that these are terminal 

stands. 


THE COURT: I don't buy that at all. Unless 
you can establish from somebody who will testify about 
O'Hare, you can't do it • l' rough this gentleman.

MR. ROTH: I want to get the payments and the 

We have plenty of time. I am not present¬ 


ing my case yet. 


This is just cross-examination. 
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THE COURT: I think you have exhausted it. 

MR. ROTH: I don't think so, your Honor.

A That is correct. 

Q What is correct? 

A The advertising allowance that Driscoll, our 
field representative, reporting exactly what was reported 

for the two rack cards in the terminal newsstands at the 
airport.

A I started in The News while I was still a 
student at college. 

I started in their technical lab collecting 
paper and ink samples to be tested to determine whether 
they met the standards of The News, the running quality, 
and from there I moved into a number of other jobs as 
administrative assistant working with the production depart¬ 
ment on production studies, the advertising-editorial 
department and economic studies of producing a newspaper 
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profitably and with the circulation department. 

Most of my work was with the circulation 
department, I would say starting in about 1955. 

Q What is your present position at the Daily 

News? 

A My present position is circulation manager of 
The News. 

Q What was your position at the Daily News in 
the period of 1963 to 1964? 

A At that time I was the circulation operations 
manager. 

Q Could you describe the organization of the 

circulation department of the Daily News? 

A At that time?

Q Who is Mr. Dudley Feldman, sir? 

A Mr. Dudley Feldman at that time was our 

circulation manager. 

Q Did you report to Mr. Dudley Feldman? 

A Yes, I did. 

MS. REICE: I move the admission of Exhibit 38 

for identification. 

THE COURT: Have you seen this, Mr. Roth? 

MR. ROTH: I have no objedtion to that letter. 

THE COURT: It will be received. 

(Government's Exhibit 38 was received in 

evidence.) 

Q Mr. Carey, following the receipt of Government's 
Exhibit 38 which we have just received in evidence by the 
Daily News, did the Union News Company again contact the 
Daily News with regard to the subject matter of that 
letter? 

A I really can't say. Possibly they did. 

Q Let me show you Government's Exhibits — 
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MR. ROTH: Perhaps we can save a little time 
if there are any documents we might be able to admit, 
let me see them now and we will save time. 

THE COURT: I think that is a good idea. 

I take it all these are business records, aren't they? 

MS. REICE: Yes, your Honor, they are. 

In tact, this second letter which I am about to attempt to 
irtroduce is a letter to which Mr. Carey answered although 
it was not addressed to him. 

THE COURT: Show it to Mr. Roth. I think we 

can save a little time this way. 

MR. ROTH: I have no objection to this one of 
March 25, 1968. 

THE COURT: What is Exhibit is that? 

MS. REICE: Exhibit 39. 

THE COURT: It will be received. 

(Government's Exhibit 39 was received in 
evidence.) 

MS. REICE: Perhaps, if I may, I would like to 

read into the record Government's Exhibit 38 co this entire 
line of questioning will be in context. 

It reads: 

"Dear Mr. Feldman: 

"As we discussed over the telephone yesterday, 
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the cost price to us of $15.25 per hundred for the 
Sunday edition of the New York News is out of line 
and is not acceptable to us. As you suggested 
we would like to sit down and talk this over with 
you as quickly as possible. Please let me know 
when it will be convenient for us to meet on this 
serious situation." 

It's signed "Very truly yours, W. A. McCollough, 
vice-president." 

THE COURT: Do you want this exhibit here? 

This is 39. 

MS. REICE: I don't think I need it right now. 

THE COURT: I would like to ask this gentleman 
who this gentleman is. 

THE WITNESS: Publisher at present of The News. 

THE COURT: And in 1964? 

THE WITNESS: He was our executive vice- 

president in charge of sales at that time, I believe. 

Q Do you recall, Mr. Carey, ever meeting with any 
representativ z of the Union News Company to discuss the 
subject matter of Government's Exhibit 38 and 39, the two 
letters which we have just marked? 

A Yes, I do. 

Please describe for the Court the circumstances 
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under which that meeting occurred, who was present, what 
was discussed and what the upshot of the meeting was? 

MR. ROTH: What is the date? 

THE COURT: Try to remember as close as you 
can when it was held in relation to these letters and 
where it was held. 

A The meeting was a luncheon meeting and it was 
held in The News' dining room in the 37th floor of The News 
building. It was attended by Mr. McCcllough. I am not 
sure of the date. 

THE COURT: Do you remember how long after this? 

THE WITNESS: I would say in the springtime, 
April or May of '64. Possibly a little later than that, 

I honestly don't recall. 

THE COURT: Who else was there besides Mr. 

McCollough? 

THE WITNESS: Mr. Gabe Lewander who was our 
circulation sales manager at the time, myself, and I was 
the circulation operations manager. 

The purpose of the luncheon was to discuss the 
rates or the financial matters concerning payments to the 
Union News. There was no conclusion, as I recall, as 
to whether The News would make any payments or would not 
make any payments. 
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Mr. McCollough, as I recall, requested the 
meeting. We felt it would be best, I think, to have the 
meeting at The News. He came in and we discussed his 

problems, financial problems of retailing the paper and 
listened to everything he had to say but did not make any 
agreements that I recall. It was merely a meeting 

to let him have an opportunity to present his problems to 
us which we would then consider. That is as I recall the 
meeting. 

Q Mr. Carey, did there come a time when a 
resolution to the problems raised by the Union News Company 
was arrived at? 

A I don't know whether you would classify it as 
a resolution. I think there was an agreement that came 
about, yes. 

Q Do you recall what that agreement was? 

THE COURT: How long after this luncheon 

meeting did you reach some kind of an agreement? 

MS. REICE: Perhaps we can shortcut your 

question. 

Q Mr. Carey, if I can show you Government's 
Exhibit 44 for identification and ask you first to identify 
that, if you would. 

A This is dated September 22. It's a letter to 
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News, and signed

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Mr. R. J. Rohrbach, the controller of The 
by me and the letter states that we have reached an 
agreement with the Union News Company which provides for 
Union News to furnish certain promotion and other similar 
types of services to The News. 

In the early stages of these negotiations it 
was agreed that when the specific details were worked out 
concerning how these services were to be performed The 
News would pay the Union News Company $500 a week retro¬ 
active to June 1, 1964. 

Would you, therefore, make arrangements to 
have these payment, made to the Union News Company in 

accordance with this agreement. That is signed by 
W. A. Carey. 

Q Mr. Carey, is this a true copy of a letter from 
you to Mr. Rohrbach? 

A Yes, it is. 

MS. REICE: I move the admission of Government's 

Exhibit 44. 

THE COURT: The witness has read it. 

MS. REICE: I would just as soon have it in. 

THE COURT: Okay. 

MR. ROTH: I have no objection. 

(Government's Exhibit 44 was received in

When you embared on the arrangement this is the 
list they sent you?

Q I show >ou Government's Exhibit 46 for identi¬ 
fication ,?nd ask you if you remember seeing this letter on 
or about the date thereon? 

A Yes, I do. 

Q Could you identify this letter, please? 

A It's a letter date January 4, 1965 to Mr. 

W. A. McCollough of the Union News Company and it's signed 
by Sid Kornish who at that time was, I believe, our circula¬ 
tion promotion manager. I am not certain of what his 
title was. Circulation sales development manager. 

MR. ROTH: Could the witness talk louder, 

please. 

THE COURT; Yes, please. 

THE WITNESS: This letter is dated January 4,

Q Mr. Carey, you referred before to the supply 
by the Daily News to the Union News of certain sign 
holders. 

Did you have any particular responsibility with 
respect to the purchase of those sign holders? 

A In Mr. Feldman''s absence I had to approve the 
requisition for the purchase of those holders. I did 
approve them. 

Q I show, Mr. Carey, Government's Exhibit 45 for 
identification and ask you if you can identify that? 

A This letter is dated September 30, 1964. It's 
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MR. ROTH: Let me see that before you read it. 
THE COURT: I think all the witness had to do 


is identify that letter, 


You recall seeing that letter, sir? 

THE WITNESS: I wrote the letter, your Honor. 

THE COURT: All right. 

Q Did you write that letter in the regular course 
of your business, Mr. Carey? 

A Yes, I did. 

MR. ROTH: We have no objection to this. 

Does that original include the requisition 
sheet in the back which says 1000 sign holders? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

THE COURT: Okay,

MS. REICE: I move the admission cf Government's 


(Government's Exhibit 45 was received in 


evidence.) 

THE COURT: As I understand this. The News 
purchased 1000 sign holders and made them available *o 
Union News so they could put posters up? 

MR. ROTH: I don't know if he testified that 
that 1000 was made available to Union News. 
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THE COURT: Did you make those available to 

Union News? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I did. 

Q Mr. Carey, how many Union newsstands were 
involved in this promotional program, as best you can 
recall? 9 

A I really can't tell you. I would guess 
probably 1000, plus or minus. I would guess if we 

ordered 1000, there were probably 1000 stands involved or 
maybe less. 

MR. ROTH: We just had admitted in evidence 

this list and all we have to do is add it up. 

THE COURT: I suppose thera is a question of 

whether each stand had only one holder. 

Q Mr. Carey, I direct your attention to page 2, 
Exhibit 45, and the box on the requisition form which says 
where and for what purpose to be used and I ask you if that 
refreshes your recollectior as to the use of the 1000 signs 
that you ordered? 

MR. ROTH: May we see what the witness is 

looking at? 

MS. REICE: Certainly. 

Q Does that refresh your recollection as to 
whether the entire 1000 signs were to be used for Union news- 
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stands? 

THE COURT: Are you tal king about signs or 

holders?

THE WITNESS. They were intended for Union 

newsstands. 

Q Mr. Carey, Government's Exhibit 44 which was 
your memorandum to Mr. Rohrbach reporting the agreement 
with respect to the payment of $500 a week to the Union News 
Company indicated that payments would be retroactive to 
June 1, 1964. 

Do you recall if the payments, in fact, commenced 
at that time? 

THE COURT: As of that time. 

MS. REICE: Yes, as of that time. 

A I believe they did. 

Q Mr. Carey, did there come a time when the 
Daily News informed the Union News Company that it intended 
to terminate the payment of a promotional allowance? 

A Yes. 

Q Did the Daily News inform the Union News Company 
of that intention in writing? 

A I don't recall if it was in writing. 

Q I show you Government's Exhibit 52 for identi- 
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fication and ask you if that refreshes your recollection? 

A Yes. 

MR. ROTH: I have no objection to that. 

Mo. REICE: It's a letter from J. j. Lynch of 

the News Syndicate Company, !nc. to the Union News Company 
to the attention of Mr. William McCollough. 

(Government's Exhibit 52 was received in 
evidence.) 

Q Who was J. j. Lynch? 

A At that time Mr. Lynch was our controller or our 
vice-president and treasurer, I am not sure. i think 
he was the vice-president and treasurer. He was the chief 
financial officer at The News. He is not at The News 

today. He is with the Tribune Company, the parent 
company. 

Q Do you recall the circumstances which led to the 
termination of payments to the Union News Company by the 
Daily News? 

A No, I don't. 

Q Did the Union News Company render bills or 

invoices to the Union News Company for the services which it 
rendered? 


A 

Q 


Yes. 


Did you have *iy particular responsibility with 
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respect to payments to the Union News for promotional 
services? 

A Yes, in Mr. Feldman's absence I was called upon 
to approve the invoices. 

Q Mr. Carey, I show you Government's Exhibit 50 

i 

for identification and ask you if you can identify that? 

A Yes. 

Q Would you tell us what that is? 

A These are invoices from the Union News to the 

Daily News covering advertising services at $500 a week. 

MS. REICEs I move the admission of Govern¬ 
ment's Exhibit 50 for identification. 

MR. ROTH: We have no objection subject to con¬ 
nection. I want the beginning and the ending dates. 

I want them included in the record. 

MS. REICE: These are invo'ces from January 

15, 1968 really going back until December 26, 1967. 

THE COURT: What is that again? 

MS. REICE: I may be mistaken, your Honor. 

THE COURT: That is like the contract the 
fellow wrote on January 1, 1968 and terminated on January 
1, 1967. 

MS. REICE: I believe they are from December 

31, 1967 until March 2, 1969. 
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THE COURT: All right. 

Q Mr. Carey, I direct your attention to the 
invoice dated September 16, 1968 for for the week ending 
September 22, 1968 through the invoice dated February 24, 
1969 and ask you if there is anything which distinguishes 
these invoices from the others? 

A Well, the earlier invoices were for $500 a week. 
These invoices and rhe dates you mentioned were sent to 
The News in the amount of $800. 

Q When you received these invoices for $600 a 
week what action did you take? 

A I scratched out the $600, wrote in $500 and 
initialed it, sent it on to be paid. 

Q One more question with respect to these 
invoices. 

How are the services for which they have been 
rendered denominated on the invoice? How were the 
services referred to on the invoice? 

A As advertising services. 

(Government's Exhibit 50 was received in 

evidence.) 

Q Mr. Carey, between the payments whi ch were 
made effective as of June 1, 1964 and the termination of 
the payments to the Union News Company, was there any 
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period when payments of $500 a week were not made by the 
Daily News to the Union News Company? 

A Yes, it was the period of the 114-day strike, 
the newspaper strike which began, I believe, in November of 
1962 and ran through, I think, March of '63. 

Q Mr. Carey, I asked you about payments which 
commenced as of June 1, 1964 and which continued until 
1969. 

Do you recall in that period if there were any 
times that the Daily News Company did not pay $500 a week 
to the Union News Company for promotional services? 

A I don't recall that there was any interruption. 

Q Mr. Carey, I show you Government's Exhibit 49 
for identification and ask you if that refreshes your 
recollection? 

A Yes, it does refresh my recollection. 

MR. ROTH: What is that refreshes his recol¬ 

lection? 

THE COURT: Whether there were any inter¬ 
ruptions. 

MR. ROTH: What are you showing him? 

THE COURT: Now that your recollection is 
refreshed, were there any interruptions? 

THE WITNESS: This was the only one, your Honor.

THE WITNESS: 1965. 

Q Mr. Carey, did the Daily News offer a proportion 
ately equal promotional program — 

THE COURT: I will sustain the objection to the 
question just the way it starts. 

Did you have any other allowances to either 
retailers of yours or wholesalers of The News for advertis¬ 
ing purposes? 

THE WITNESS: No, your Honor. 

THE COURT: You had no others? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

Q MR. Carey, did the Union News Company ever 
advise you that it could not receive a promotion allowance 
from you unless the Daily News offered such allowances to 
all competitors of The News on a proportionately equal 
basis? 

THE COURT: Too bad you weren't at that lunch. 

Did anybody ever tell you that? 

THE WITNESS: No, your Honor. 

Q Mr. Carey, I show you Goverhment's Exhibit 31(3) 
for identification and ask you if you recall at any time 
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between 1964 and 1969 receiving this letter?

A I never have seen this. I never saw this 

letter. 

Q I understand that. i misspoke. it’s 
Exhibit 61 and not 31. 

Mr. Carey, in your capacity as circulation 
operations manager for the Daily News, did you have 
occasion to meet with other circulation managers from other 
major New York City newspapers? 

THE COURT: Don't tell him. Ask him. 

Do you meet other circulation managers? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, your Honor. 

Q At any of those meetings, Mr. Carey, did you 
ever discuss the payment of rebates or promotional allow¬ 
ances by the newspapers to the Union News? 

MR. ROTH: Objection. 

THE COURT: I sustain the objection to the form 

of the question. 

When you get there do you talk about advertising 
allowances when you meet with these other people? 

THE WITNESS: We talked about most everything 

that comes up. I don't recall that we discussed this 
specific at any time. 

THE COURT: You don't have any recollection 
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that you discussed advertising allowances to retailers?

Q Who would receive this letter? 

A A letter such as this, I would judge, would be

Q • Who was the general manager then? 

A I believe our ganeral manager at that time was 
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Q What was Mr. Welkowitz' position at that time? 

A Pardon? 

Q What was Mr. Welkowitz' position at the time? 

A Circulation manager at that time. 

Q At that time what was your job? 

A I am not sure what my job was. I am not sure 

whether I was in the circulation department then. 

Q You just testified to letters in connection 

with these matters. You just testified and identified 

letters in 1964, documents in connection with these 
matters, the circulation matters, didn't you? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q But you don't recall what your job was? 

A I am not sure whether I was in the circulation 

department in 1962. That can be checked out carefully. 

Q How about 1964? 

A Yes, sir, I was in the circulation department at 

that time. 

Q Referring to this memorandum in which you 

describe the requisition of the sign holders, I notice that 
it says 1000 sign holders at $1.18 each, $1180. 

You said you didn't know how many newsstands 
there were. Could you make a guess now as to how many 


southern o'»t*ict court reporters u.S. courthouse 

POlCv SQUARE.

A I would judge 1000 more or less. 

Q Would it surprise you if it turns out to be 
three to four hundred that involved The News? 

THE COURT: I don't understand your question, 
three or four hundred that sell The News?

MR. ROTH: Yes. 

Q Would it surprise you that there are less 
than 500 altogether? 

A I wouldn't be surprised. 

Q So that 1000, that was a wild guess? 

THE COURT: I don't know about that. I brought 
it up. I can take notice of that, 

Q Isn't it a fact that you bought these 1000 
because it was so cheap that you might as well buy 1000? 

A I don't think so. I don't recall that 
that was the purpose of buying 1000 at all. 

Q Would you say that you didn't distribute this 
thousand to anybody else but the Union News? 

A I can safely say that we did not. 

Q No one else had any sign holders? • 

A That is correct. 

Q You are sure of that? 

A Reasonably sure. 
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Q Reasonably sure? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What was Mr. Underwood's position at that time, 

say, 1963, '64, '65? 

A Mr. Underwood in 1963 was not at The News, sir. 

Q when did he get there? 

A I believe it was October 1964. 

MR. ROTH: I want to have documents marked for 
identification. I am putting them in order. 

Q In 1960 what was your connection with The News? 

A I believe at that time I was an assistant in 

the business office of The News. 

Q Did you work with Mr. Donnelly? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Did you work with Mr. Welkowitz as well? 

A I did not work directly under him but I worked 

with him. 

MR. ROTH: May I have these four letters marked 

for identification. 

THE COURT: Make them one exhibit. 

(Defendant's Exhibit E was marked for 

identification. 

Q I ask you to look at Defendant's Exhibit E for 

identification and tell us whether these letters would 
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refresh your recollection as to the matters discussed in 
them? Or, in the alternative, whether you recall or 
believe you saw those letters or the originals as they were 
received? 

THE COURT: Have you ever seen those letters 

before? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

THE COURT: Do they refresh your recollection 

in any way? 

THE WITNESS: No. I was not involved in any 
of thes transactions and I had nothing to do with them. 

THE COURT: All right. 

Q Mr. Carey, would you describe the method by 
which The News was paid by both the Union News or similar 
operators and independent operators, or newsstands. 

How was The News paid? 

A The Union News, we were paid by what is called 
pink tickets. It's a form that the Union News has that 
it gives to its dealers. The dealers fill in the 

quantity of papers that are delivered, the issue date, and 
that is given to a News routeman who in turn turns it into 
the office and that is used for billing purposes in the 
case of the Union News. 

In the case of independent dealers, we have a 
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COD collection on what is known as our bulldog edition, 
that is the nightly edition when we get paid when the paper 
is delivered in cash and with our morning we have a weekly 
billing system. 

Bills are prepared and delivered to the dealers 
by the routemen and collected in cash or in check, money 
order. 

Q So that with the exception of the Union News 
everybody else pays in cash, is that right, either at the 
end of the week or on the bulldog edition right on the 
spot? 

A Isn't a fact that the Daily News has run into a 

difficult situation in connection with those cash collec¬ 
tions through the drivers and the routemen? 

MS. REICE: Objection. 

THE COURT: Sustained. 

Q Haven't there been large scale thefts? 

THE COURT: That doesn't make any difference. 

I sustained the objection. 

MR. ROTH: We are talking about pink tickets. 

THE COURT: I understand the pink ticket is 
used for a form of billing. 

MR. ROTH: I am trying to show that this is a 
superior way, a thing that was of benefit to the publishers 
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as compared ... Lhe necessity — 

THE COURT: I sustained the objection to that. 

MR. ROTH: As a matter of fact — 

THE COURT: I sustained the objection. 

MR. ROTH: Can I bring out one further 

instant — 

THE COURT: I am not interested in the thefts 

that are made. 

MR. ROTH: The News itself reports a million 
and a half thefts, 33 arrests, isn't that part of this 
case? 

THE COURT: No. 

Q Was The News distributing any placards to any¬ 
one else in 1963 or '64? 

A I would say yes. 

Q Had they been distributing them before? 

A Yes. 

Q Who do they go to generally? 

A Generally they would go to our dealer outlets, 

sir. 

Q Would you also distribute card holders? 

A No, sir. 

Q They usually were tacked up, weren't they? 

A Yes, sir. 
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Q How many times did you distribute advertising 

placards to the Union News? That is, after the beginning 

of this arrangement. 

A I don't know exactly how many times but I would 
say there must have been quite a few timesi 

Q Do you have any records of distributing that? 

A No, we do not. 

Q Do you have any single record of distribution 
of placards to Union News? 

A No, sir. 

Q And you know that the placards weren't always 
put up at Union newsstands, don't you? 

A Do I know that the placards were not always 
put up? 

THE COURT: I think you said do you know that 
they always were put up. 

Q Do you know that they always were put up? 

A I do not know that they were always put up. 

Q Do you know that there were many instances when 
they were not put up? 

A I do not know that there were many instances. 

I would say there may have been occasional instances but 
I wouldn't classify it as many or numerous. 

Q You wouldn't classify it as numerous. 
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What was the price of the Daily News in 1963? 

A The retail price to the dealer? 

Q Yes. 

A To the purchaser? 

Q Yes. 

A In 1963? 

Q Yes. 

A I honestly don't recall. I would judge it 
must have been about five cents daily and ten cents on 
Sunday although I am not sure. 

Q Outside of the city what was the price? 

A Five cents. 

Q The same price? 

A I am not sure. This can be checked out 
easily. 

THE COURT: You don't recall? 

THE WITNESS: No, sir. 

Q We are talking about your recollection. What 

about '64, any time between '64 and '69? 

A In '64 I believe we raised the price of the 
Sunday paper. I am not sure if it was '63 0 ; '64. 

I guess it was '63 that we went up on the price of the 
Sunday paper. 

Q I am talking about any differential of prices 
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outside the city and the metropolitan area. Let's say 
out in San Francisco or anywhere else. 

A The city and suburban paper I am quite sure was 

the same cover price. Outside of the city, what we call 
our country area which is 50 miles outside the radius of 
New York City, I believe our Sunday News was 15 cents. 

THE COURT: As compared to ten in the city? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Q That price was the price that you maintained 
all over the country outside of the 50-mile radius from 
the city? 

A Yes. 

Q And the Union News maintained that price in all 
its various stands throughout the country, isn't that 
correct? 

A I am not sure that is correct. 

THE COURT: Do you know? Do you know what 
the Union News did in other parts of the country with your 
paper? 

THE WITNESS: No, I do not. 

Q Would you have any information that they were 
cutting or raising the price above the cover price at any 
time? 

A What period is this, sir? 
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Q 1964 through '69? 

A Not that I recall specifically. 

Q It was the policy of The News to try to maintain 
cover prices outside the city, isn't that right? 

A Yes,sir. 

Q When was the first actual shipment of the 
placards? 

A For the Union News Company? 

Q Yes. 

A I don't know precisely. I would judge that 

i 

it must have been some time in the summer following the 
agreement, I guess in 1964. 

Q I believe you testified that the first invoice, 

the $500 a week was paid retroactive for several months. 

How far back was it made? 

A As I recall that letter was dated in September 
and the payments were to be rcProactive to June 1 of that 
same year. 

MR. ROTH: May we have that bill? 

MS. REICE: We don't have that bill. 

MR. ROTH: You just had papers showing the 
statement there. 

MS. REICE: We have a letter to Mr. Rohrbach 
describing the agreement. We do not have the invoice 
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from 1964. 

Q This Government's Exhibit 44 is dated September 
22, 1964. It says: 

"We have reached an agreement with the Union 
News Company which provides for the Union News to 
furnish certain promotion and other similar type 
services to The News", at September 22 , 1964, 

right? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q Presumably the arrangement dated from that time 

on, isn't that right? 

THE COURT: I have heard something that the 
payments would be retroactive to June 1, 1964, is that 
correct? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

MR. ROTH: I am trying to show they are 

retroactive at a time when the placards weren't up and 
that is the point I am making. 

THE COURT: Do you know when the placards were 

posted? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

Q You wouldn't assume they were up before 
September 1964, would you? 

A No.

Q And lots of old documents are available here 
but the first bill is not available. 

THE COURT: What you are saying is they were 
getting retroactive payment for services they were not 
rendering, is that it? 

MR. ROTH: Yes. 

That is all. 

THE COURT: Any other question? 

MS. REICE: No redirect. 

THE COURT: Thank you, you are excused. 

(Witness excused. 

THE COURT: We will take our morning recess. 

(Recess.) 

MS. REICE: Your Honor, the Government calls 
Andrew L. Hughes. 
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ANDREW L. HUGHES, called as a witness 

by the Government, being first duly sworn, testified 

as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MS. REICE: 

Q Mr. Hughes, are you an attorney? 

A Yes, I am. 

Q By whom are you employed? 

A The firm of Townley, Updike, Carter & Rodgers. 

I m a partner in that firm. 

Q Mr. Hughes, is the firm of Townley, Updike, 
Carter & Rodgers counsel to the New York News? 

A Yes, it is. It has been since I believe 1934. 

Q Mr. Hughes, are you familiar with the subpoena 

that was served on the Daily News by the Federal Trade 
Commission in 1969 in the matter of the American News 
Company? 

A Yes, I am. 

Q Mr. Hughes, in response to that subpoena did 
you cause a search to be made of the files of the Daily 
News for invoices received from the Union News Company 
similar to those which were marked as Government's Exhibit 
50 this morning? 

A I believe so. We did search for invoices. 
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We found a number of invoices which we presented to the 
Federal Trade Commission at that time. 

Q Did you locate the invoices from the years 

1964, 1965, 66 and the other invoices which predate those 
which have been marked here as Government's Exhibit 50? 


I don't recall the ecact date. 


However, the 


earlier invoices, the first invoices we determined were 
in a warehouse and we advised the Federal Trade Commission 
at that time that they were in the warehouse and we did 
not produce them. 

Q Mr. Hughes, do you recall receiving a letter 
from Whitney North Seymour, Jr., United States Attorney 
for the Southern District of New York, signed by Mr. 

Gerald Rosenberg in 1962 in which Mr. Rosenberg — 

THE COURT: When? 

MS. REICE: Excuse me, 1972, your Honor. 

THE COURT: All right. 

Q In which Mr. Rosenberg inquired as to whether 
there was in the files of the Daily News a letter corres¬ 
ponding to Exhibit D for identification? 

A Yes, I recall that letter and that request, and 

the enclosure. 

Q And did you cause a search to be made of the 
files of the Daily News Company in an effort to locate that 
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letter? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Could you briefly describe the search which 
you caused to be made? 

A V7e checked the files in the law office which I 
had access to and in those oays we did get, on occasion, 
copies of letters relating to The News relationship with 
its customers. I looked through all those files. 

I looked through or rather I requested that 
the circulation department look through the various poss¬ 
ible files where it would be located. I also requested 

that the business office look through files where such a 
letter might be located and we did not find a copy of the 
letter. 

I believe that I responded to Mr. Rosenberg 
and told him that in view of the fact that this was a 
form letter it would be difficult for us to ascertain 
precisely which file it may have been located in, that we 
searched all of the places that seemed to us would have 
contained such a letter and did not find it. 

MS. REICE Thank you. 

I have no further questions of this witness. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROTH: 

Q In your search that you caused to be made are 
you certain that a letter such as this would have shown up? 

A No. As I stated it was a form letter. 

It's a letter that may not have even been filed. All I 
know is that I asked the files be searched. I sent a 
copy of it down, and the report back to me, and the result 
of my own personal search was that I did not locate a 
copy of that letter in any of the files. 

Q Isn't it true that some years after — not some 
years, quite some time after the search that you made I 
requested that a search be made for possibly other letters, 
something of that sort? 

A There was an occasion when u requested me 
to look in our files for certain letters and I did so and 
found certain letters. 

THE COURT: It doesn't seem to me that being 
lawyers for a newspaper isn't much fun at all. 

THE WITNESS: There are some aspects that aren't 
much fun at all. 

THE COURT: I would think not. 

Q The letters that you found were these, were 
they not? 
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A These letters I found not in The News files 
but rather in the law office files. one of them is 

check marked Howard Carter who was the senior partner at 
that time for whom I worked. 


Another one is check marked as a copy of 

George Townley who is another one of the senior partners 
in the firm in 1960. 

THE COURT: That is Exhibit E? 

MR. ROTH: I might offer that in evidence, 

your Honor. 

MS. REICE: No objection, your Honor. 

THE COURT: It will be erceived. 

(Defendant's Exhibit E was received in 
evidence.) 


Q May I read parts of the letter to you. 

This letter is dated January 19, I960 from 
Morris Strassman, vice-president of the Union News Company, 
to G. E. Donnelly, business manager of The News. 

On January 15, 1960 our company entered into a 
new labor contract agreement with Local 906 and District 65 
representing our sales help and newsstands. We have 
just analyzed the final cost to our organization and we 
are told by our auditing staff that reduced two units of 
sales of our committees, namely newspapers, this additional 
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cost will approximate 50 cents per hundred for dalles, 
et cetera. 


MS. REICE: I would like to note for the record 
that this line of reading or questioning is far beyond 
the scope of the direct examination. 

THE COURT: I agree with that. i am not 

sure it’s far beyond the scope in the issues of this 
case but go ahead and read it. 

MR. ROTH: Price maintenance is an issue 

certainly in mitigation. I should be allowed to make 
the point that some of the evidence here _ 

THE COURT: why don't you go ahead and if 

you have something more you want to read, go ahead and 
read it. 

Q Then January 21, I960 from William Welkowitz 
to the Union News, attention to Morris Strassman. 

Your letter of January 19, I960 addressed to 
Mr. C. W. Donnelly, business manager of The News, has been 
referred to me. In our judgment your proposed action 
will cause serious damage to The News. We are there¬ 
fore deciding that if and when you make effective a charge 
above the retail, such an action will force us to adopt I 
other arrangements for making the Daily News and Sunday 
News available to the public at established prices. 
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Very truly yours, William Welkowitz and there is a letter 
from the Union News Company dated February 11, 1960 from 
Mr. Strassman to Mr. Donnelly. 

Dear Mr. Donnelly, on January 19, 1960 we 
informed you that from February 15, 1960 our company would 
be forced to increase tne price of newspapers one cent 
on dailies and two cents on Sunday paperfs. Mr. Marvin 
Burger of the New York Post has requested our firm to 
postpone the date of increase from February 15, 1960 to 
March 1, 1960. Because of our long association with 

The Post we have adhered to Mr. Burger's request. Out of 
fairness to other publishers we, therefore, will postpone 
the date of increase for all papers from February 15 to 
March 1. 

Then a letter from Mr. Welkowitz to Union News 
Company attention Mr. Strassman, dated February 16, 1960. 

In your letter of February 11 addressed to 
fir. G. E. Donnelly, business manager of The News, you 
mentioned a postponement of an arbitrary charge above our 
established retail price from February 15 until March 1. 

You state that this has been deferred as a result of a 
discussion you had with a representative of the New York 
Post. We have no knowledge of or interest in arrange¬ 

ments which you may have made with any other papers. 
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If and when you may effective a charge above retail price 
we will be forced to adopt - by the way, I suppose that 
is legal counsel of this correspondence because of the 
character of the matters mentioned, isn't that correct? 

A I would assume so. 

MR. ROSS: That is all.

Any time we found that a newsstand was not displaying the 
promotional placards our sales development manager, Sidney 
Kornish, would make contact with the Union News and try 
to have it corrected. 

Q Mr. Underwood, did the Daily News only dis¬ 
tribute promotional placards — 

THE COURT: He is your witness and I will 
sustain the objection to that question. 

You say you distributed these placards to the 

Union News? 

THE WITNESS: Correct. 

THE COURT: Did you distribute them to anybody 

else? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COURT: Who else did you distribute them to? 
THE WITNESS: We distributed to any newsstand 
that we felt would give us the opportunity to increase our 
sales by displaying these materials. 

Q With respect to these other newsstands to whom 
you distributed placards, did they pay you to put up those 
placards?

MR. ROSENBERG: The next matter is the first 

matter at trial which was the transcript of the testimony 
of Patrick Reynolds before the Federal Trade Commission. 

You deferred a ruling on that. 

THE COURT: I didn't know it was the testimony 
before the Federal Trade Commission. I thought it was 
a deposition. 

MR. ROSENBERG: Pursuant to an agreement in 
the pretrial order it's to be treated as a deposition. 

We offer to introduce it in toto for your consideration. 

THE COURT: I would like to do the same thing 
we are doing with this one. 

MR. ROTH: There we have complications because 
there are a lot of exhibits. Almost all of them have 
been somehow gotten into the case. 

THE COURT: Let's not put them in twice. 

MR. ROTH: I want to avoid that. 

MR. HALPERN: Since I am gjing to have the job 
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of speaking out on these various depositions I would like 
to point out to the Court that it's not going to be an 
easy thing that we can do right here at the table. 

THE COURT: I am sure you can't. 

MR. HALPERN: I think that if Mr. Rosenberg 

does his work I will do my homework. 

THE COURT: I think that is fair. Let the 

Government mark what they want and give it to you and you 
mark what you want and then on the deposition or on the 
exhibits, if there are any exhibits going to be offered, 

I would like to see if you agree on the offer or if you 
disagree I will rule whether they are admissible.

Q Were your duties as circulation director

As circulation director I was responsible

MR. ROTH: Could we have the witness speak

THE COURT: Keep your voice up.

A As business manager I had administrative 
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responsibility for all departments of the newspaper and 
policy responsibility for all departments except for 
editorial and advertising. 

Q Did you continue to be familiar with the 
circulation side of The Post after becoming business 


manager? 


Yes. 


Q Mr. Greenberg, focusing on the period 1963, 

1964, were you then familiar with the method by which the 
New York Post was sold and distributed? 

A Yes. 

Q Could you give us an idea of how The Post 
was sold and distributed first in the metropolitan New 


York area? 


The New York Post was distributed in the 


metropolitan New York area in either of two methods, either 

■ 

through our own employees which we termed a direct delivery 
or through our wholesale agents. 


period? 


Who were some of your wholesale agents in that 


Within the metropolitan New York area they 


included the Woodhaven News Company, the Brodsky News 
Company, the Boro Park News Company, Reilly Bros. 

In the metropolitan area which would include. 
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in my judgment at least, the suburban area, we had Gainer, 
long Island News Company, the Jersey Post News Company, 
the Newark News Dealer Supplies, Hackensack. 

Q What areas is encompassed by the suburban 

area? 

A The suburban area is that area outside of the 
geographical limits of New York City and for the purpose 
of the Bureau of Circulation that would also include 
certain parts of Hudson County to a point approximately 
50 miles from New York City. 

Q Do you know what your wholesalers within the 
metropolitan New York City area did with the papers and 
the period 1963-64 after they were delivered by The Post 
to them? 

A The wholesalers in turn delivered the New York 
Post to news dealer accounts within their territory. 

Q Do you know, sir, in the period 1963, 1964 
whether the New York Post was sold at any multi-outlet 
retail stands in the metropolitan New York area? 

A In what period? 

Q 1963-1964. 

A Yes, we were sold at Union News Company stands 

and I do believe the Garfield News Company stands also at 
that time and also, I believe, the Eastern newsstands had 
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some limited number of locations at that period. 

Q Was the New York Post also sold at any inde¬ 
pendently owned newsstands? 

A Most of our distribution was to independently 
owned newsstands. 

THE COURT: Are you talking about direct dis¬ 
tribution now or wholesalers or both? 

THE WITNESS: Both. 

Q Can you give us an idea of the approximate 
number of independent newsstands in the metropolitan New 
York area in 1963-64 where the Post was sold? 

A I would say approximately four for five thousand. 

Q Do you have any idea how many Union newsstands 

in 1963-64 carried the New York Post? 

A 180. 

Q Did you have occasion in 1969 to cause to be 
compiled a list of the Union newsstands at which the New 
York Post was then being sold? 

A Yes, I do. And I did. 

Q Let me show you what has been marked Government's 
Exhibit 1 for identification, consisting of an affidavit 
and several pages listing nar,? and addresses and ask you 
if you can identify that? 

A Yes, I recall this. 
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What is Government's Exhibit 1 for identifica¬ 


tion? 


A It’s a list of Union News Company outlets as 
of September 15, 1969 at which The Post was sold. 

Q Who compiled that list, if you know? 

A The list was compiled at my direction by our 
circulation department. 

MR. ROSENBERG: The Government offers in evi¬ 
dence Exhibit 1. 

MR. ROTH: You have this first page on? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Yes. 

Q Mr. Greenberg, can you identify what the cover¬ 
ing sheet is on Government's Exhibit 1? 

A It's a notarized statement. 

Q Can you identify the signature that appears on 


that page? 


A It's my signature and the notary — 

MR. ROTH: I wasn't questioning the affidavit, 
just the contents, so he explains what ha meant by it. 

Q Would you read the statement that appears above 
your signature, please. 

A Byron Greenberg being sworn says — 

MR. ROTH: I don't object to that. I think 
we are wasting time. 
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MR. ROTH: He explains the schedule. Let him 


explain what the thing is. 


THE COURT: What was the purpose of preparing 
this list, Mr. Greenberg? 

THE WITNESS: My recollection is that it was 
to provide a list of the Union News Company outlets at 
which The Post was vended at that period of time. 

THE COURT: Why did you want to do that? Did 

you do that with the other four or five thousand? 

THE WITNESS: No, sir, I did not. I don't 

recall the exact reason why I called for it. 

Q Mr. Greenberg, perhaps I can clear this up. 

Did you ever see a subpoena duces tecum pre¬ 
pared by the Federal trade Commission? 

A Yes. 


Approximately when did you see that for the 


first time? 


A I would say some time in 1969. 

Q Let me show you Government's Exhibit 3 for 
identification and ask you if that is the FTC subpoena to 
which you just referred? 

THE COURT: What I will do with this Exhibit 1 
is leave it matked for identification and I take it you are

Q Mr. Greenberg, calling your attention to the

A It would appear by process of elimination tht

140 in New York City carried The Post since there were a 


24 

total of 180 and 40 of them are located outside the New 


25 

York City area. 
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Q Would those numbers hold true for the period 
1964 to 1969? 

A I would say there undoubtedly was some change. 

Q What was the nature of the change? 

A I would say probably a decline in the number 
of outlets that existed in 1969 compared to 1964. 

THE COURT: Both in the city and out of the 

city? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

Q Were you familiar, sir, with the method by 
which the New York Post billed its wholesalers and retail 
outlets? 

A Yes, I am. 

Q Focusing again on the period 1963-1964, would 
you indicate the mean or means of billing used by the New 
York Post? 

A Most of our collections were done on a cash 
basis. The remainder of our collections were done by 
billing our wholesale distributors on a weekly basis, 
in some Ccses or a few cases the smaller wholesaler in 
the country area on a monthly basis. 

MR. HALPERN: I can't hear the witness at all. 

(Answer read.) 

A In addition in at least one instance out of a 
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multi-newsstand operation, the Union News Company, we 
also billed them on a weekly basis. 

Q Did you bill them directly or through a whole¬ 
sale outlet? 

A We billed the Union News Company directly. 

Q How frequently in 1963-64 did you bill the 
Union News Company? 

A Weekly. 

Q In 1963 was the New York Post sold on a whole¬ 
sale basis at a uniform rate? 

A Yes. There were several rates. That is I 
believe we had one rate for New York City and suburban 
areas and another rate for the country areas but they 
were uniform within the areas. 

Q Was there any retail outlet which received a 

rebate or price allowance from the New York Post? 

A Retail outlets? 

Q Any chain of retail outlets or any single 

retail outlet that received a rebate or price allowance 
from the New Y ork Post in 1963? 

A Yes, there was. 

Q What were the names of those outlets, if you 

know? 

A There was only one and that was the Union News 
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Company. 


Q Do you recall how much the price allowance was 
that was granted to the Union News Company at that time? 

A Yes, it was $1 a hundred copies in the country 
area of our distribution and 25 cents per hundred copies 
in the suburban area. 

Q I believe I asked you earlier, Mr. Greenberg, 
to describe the circulation and distribution of The Post 
in the metropolitan New York area including the city and 
the suburban areas. 

Is The Post sold beyond the 50-mile limit of 
New York City? 

A Yes, it is. 

Q Can you indicate for the Court the other places 
in the United States where The Post has substantial circula¬ 


tion? 


Within the country areas? 


Yes. 


A New haven, Poughkeepsie, Washington, Boston, 
Miami, Philadelphia, Port Jarvis, Kingston. There are

Q Do you remember how much the New York Rost was 

selling for in the beginning of the year 1964, daily copy? 

A Yes, 10 cents was our retail price at least in 
the metropolitan and suburban areas. 

Q What about for the Saturday or weekend edition 
of the New York Post? 

A At what point in 1964? 

Q Early 1964. 

A Prior to some period in April 1964 the weekend 
edition also sold for 10 cents. 

Q Did there come a time when the New York Post

changed the cover pri-or appearing on its weekday or 
Saturday editions? 

A Yes, in April of 1964 we increased the cover 
price of the weekend edition to 15 cents. 

0 At or about the time that The Post changed its 
cover price for its Saturday edition did you have occasion 
to speak with anyone at the Union News Company? 

A Yes, I did. 
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Q Who was that? 

A I spoke with both Mr. McCollough and Mr. 

Garfinkle. 

Q Can you recall when the first telephone con¬ 
versation occurred? 

THE COURT; I didn't gather it was a telephone 
conversation. 

f 

Q Did you speak with Mr. McCollough or Mr. 
Garfinkle in person? 

A I spoke to both Mr. McCollough and Mr. Garfinkle 
initially by telephone and, subsequently, to Mr. McCollough 
in person. 

Q If you remember, can you summarize the con¬ 
versation that you first had with either of these two 
gentlemen? First of all,can you recall who is the first 
of the two with whom you spoke? 

A Mr. McCollough. 

Q And approximately when did that conversation 

occur? 

A That conversation, to my recollection, occurred 
during the latter part of the week immediately preceding 
our announced price increase of the Saturday edition. 

The circumstances of that were that I had been 
alerted by our circulation director, John Cintula, that 
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the Union News Company outlets were not going to accept 
the Saturday edition of The Post, that the price or the 
price structure was unsatisfactory and that the paper would 
not ->e accepted. 

Q What do you mean or what did he mean by the 
price strucrure, if you know? 

A I did not exactly determine what he meant until 
I spoke with Mr. McCollough and Mr. Garfinkle later on. 

I believe I could assume what was meant by it being unsatis¬ 


factory. 


Did Mr. McCollough or Mr. Gatfinkle in their 


conversations with you state to you that they were not 
going to handle the New York Post on their stands? 


MR. ROTH: I think we ought to stop these 
leading questions. The witness ought to testify. 

THE COURT: That is fair enough. 

You say when you were going to change your 
weekend price, and you say at that time you had a conversa¬ 
tion with Mr. McCollough and Mr. Garfinkle. 

Tell us about it in your own words. 

THE WITNESS: I contacted Mr. McCollough and my 
conversation with Mr. McCollough seemed to verify the 
report that our circulation director had given to me. 
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The basis fof our circulation director's repot to me of 
the Union News Company position that they would not 
accept the Saturday edition was based upon a form letter 
which he received from the Union News Company and signed 
by Mr. McCollough. 

My recollection also is that the circulation 
director then checked with certain contacts at the Union 
Ness Company and this information appeared to be correct, 
that agents had, in fact, been advised or instructed not 
to take the Saturday edition. 

I spoke to Mr. McCollough and I don't recall 
how satisfactory that discussion was, at least from my 
standpoint. 


Q You are referring now to your first conversa¬ 
tion with Mr. McCollough? 

A Yes, that same week that the price increase was 
announced. I then contacted my publisher by telephone. 

Q Who was that? 

A Dorothy Schiff. i suggested to Mrs. Schiff 
that she personally call Henry Garfinkle. 

Q To your knowledge, did she do so? 

A Yes, she did. 

Q What happened after that? 

A Mr. Schiff called me back shortly thereafter to 
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say that she had spoken to Mr. Garfinkle and Mr. Garfinkle 
seemed to be unaware of the instructions but she assured 
us that The Post would be Accepted at the Union News Company 
stands that Saturday. 

Several hours later in the same afternoon I 
personally received a call from Mr. Garfinkle at which 
time Mr. Garfinkle attempted to explain to me why the 
price structure that we had set for the Saturday edition 
was disadvantageous to the Union News Company. 

Q What did he say to you about the price 
structure? 

• 

A Well, specifically Mr. Garfinkle said that 
their arrangements with their landlords called for 10 per 
cent of gross sales to be paid to the landlord which, in 
effect, meant that if we increased our cover price five 
cents, one-half cent of that amount was not retained by 
the Union News Company. Also he made reference to an 
arrangement with his newsstand agents that specified 
instances where the gross receipts of a particular news¬ 
stand outlet exceeded $1000 that that called for an 
additional payment to the newsstand agent. 

Therefore, Mr. Garfinkle was saying to me that 
he was not going to realize perhaps the amount of additional 
that was involved in the cost structure or price 
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structure of the 15-cent cover price. 

Q Prior to the New York Post's decision to raise 
its cover price in the Saturday edition to 15 cents, did 
you have any conversations with Mr. Garfinkle or Mr. 
McCollough or anyone else at the Union News Company con¬ 
cerning the price at which The Post would be sold to the 

■i 

Union News Company? 

A We advised the Union News Company as we did all 
of our dealers and wholesalers of the new cover price and 
of the structure — to dealers and to wholesalers. 

Q Do you recall what the new wholesale price was to be 
to your retail outlets? 

A Yes, $11.50 per hundred copies. 

Q When The Post had been selling at 10 cents a 
copy, do you recall what the whole price was to your 
retail outlets? 

A Yes, $7.60. 

Q After you had the conversation with Mr. 

Garfinkle that you described, to your knowledge, was the 
New York Post sold on the Union newsstands on the first 
Saturday at which its price changed to 15 cents? 

A Yes, it was. 

Q Did you have occasion to speak with either 

Mr. Garfinkle or Mr. McCollough following that Saturday? 
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A Yes, I spoke to Mr. McCollough about a month 
or five or six weeks later. 

Q Can you fix an approximate date of that 
conversation? 

A I would say on or around June 1, 1964. 

Q What did you say to Mr. McCollough and what 
did he say to you in that conversation? 

A Well, I called Mr. McCollough because there 
was a delinquency in the status of our account with the 
Union News Company. 

Q WouJd you explain what that means, sir? 

A Yes. Normally there was a period of about 

several weeks before the actual sale of the papers to the 
Union News Company and the time at which we received payment 
for sale because of the bookkeeping functions that necess- 
aril Y had to take place between both parties. 

However, immediately after the increase in the 
price of the Saturday edition I do not believe we received 
any payments that we normally received on a weekly basis 
from the Union News Company. So by June 1 our accounts 
had deteriorated where we are now, if we were two or three 
weeks in arrear, we were six or seven weeks in arrears. 

I think the amount was about $84,000. 

0 Mr. Greenberg, did the New York Post bill the 
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Union News Company for the Saturday sales differently from 

I 

the manner in which it billed the Union News Company for 
the weekday sales? Were there different bills? 

A It was a single collated bill which, if the 
rates were different, spelled out the daily sales or 
charges and the Saturday sales or charges. m connection 
with that', this is my recollection. 

I want to make sure that the record is correct. 
7.60 was the dealer price for our 10-cent daily edition. 
It's possible, if my recollection is correct, that the 
Saturday paper, the price then may have been 7.5, just for 
the record. 

Q $7.50 per hundred? 

A Yes. 

Q Going back to your conversation with Mr. 
McCollough on or about June 1, 1964 who placed that call? 

A I did. 

Q What did you say to Mr. McCollough? 

^ ^ told Mr. McCollough that I was concerned about 

the delinquency status of our account and that I expected 
to be corrected immediately. 

Q What did he say to you? 

A Mr. McCollough said to me that he had delayed 
or the delay of the payment on our account related to 
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the unsatisfactoriness or what he considered were going to 
be subsequent discussions on the rate structure of the 
Saturday edition when we had gone to 15 cents in April. 

Q Did you and he have any further discussion in 
the course of that telephone call? 

A Yes. I told Mr. McCollough that it would be 
m his interest to make certain that our bill no longer 
remained delinquent. By that I meant to say that we 
would not tolerate the condition of the delinquency. 

Q What did he say, if anything, in response to 
that statement of yours? 

A I believe he indicated that the delinquency 
would be cleared up. 


Did he indicate how the delinquency would be 


cleared up? 


A No, he did not. I assume that we would now 
receive checks for bills that had been rendered. 

Q Was there any discussion between you and 
Mr. McCollough on this date with respect to — 

THE COURT: Wait a minute. Did you have any 
other discussions with Mr. McCollough at that point? 

THE WITNESS: I am not quite sure but it's 
possible --'e agreed we would meet at some later point and 
have further discussions on whatever problems or potential 
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In fact, we did 


meet about a month fter that. 


THE COURT: About a month after that you did 


meet with Mr. McCollough? 


THE WITNESS: Yes. 


Q Mr. Greenberg, following this telephone con¬ 
versation with Mr. McCollough that you have just described, 
did you have occasion to write a memorandum to the files? 


I may have. 


I have to be refreshed on that. 


MR. ROTH: Is he using that to refresh his 


recollection at this point?

THE COURT: I don't know. Has this been 


MR. ROSENBERG: It's been marked as Government's 


Exhibit 7 for identification.

Q Mr. Greenberg, have you had a chance to look at 
Government's Exhibit 7 for identification? 

A Yes, I am reading it now. 

Q Does it refresh your recollection as to whether 

you wrote a memorandum to the files following your June 1, 

1964 telephone call with Mr. McCollough? 

A Yes, it does. 
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Q Was it your ordinary business practice to 
write memoranda to the files following telephone conversa¬ 
tions with persons from the Union News Company or other 
retail outlets? 

A It depended on whether I thought it was the 
type of discussion, meeting or conversation that I thought 
should be recorded for my files, either for future refer¬ 
ence or for recollection purposes. 

Q A question of its importance? 

A Exactly. 

Q Was this memorandum written in the regular 

course of your business? 


A Yes. 


MR. ROTH: Let's shorten this and say it's been 


offered in evidence and we don't object. 


THE COURT: Thank you. 


That is fair enough. 


(Government's Exhibit 7 was received in 
evidence.) 

Q Mr. Greenberg, I ask you to read over once again 
your memorandum, Government's Exhibit 7, and tell me 
whether it refreshes your recollection regarding whether 
you and Mr. McCollough had any further discussions on June 


1, 1964? 


MR. ROTH: What is the groundwork for that? 
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What recollection are you talking about? 

THE COURT: I am not worried about that. 

I asked the witness whether he would like to add anything 
to this conversation and you were looking at the memorandum 

Do you want to add anything to the conversation 
you had with Mr. McCollough in June? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. I read over the file 
memorandum and there was discussion between Mr. McCollough 
and me concerning a promotional allowance or an advertising 
allowance. 

Q May I interrupt you for a second and ask you, 

Mr. Greenberg, whether you suggested a promotional allow¬ 
ance? 

A According to my file memo I proceeded to recall 
that Mr. McCollough hadmentioned a merchandising cost and 

I would say from that that I probably initiated this frame 
of reference. 

Q Now, sir, can you recall what the conversation 
was with reference to the promotional allowance? 

A Mr. McCollough had indicated to me that the 
Union News Company had suffered what he indicated was a 
$5.75 merchandising cost loss, according to their formula, 
in New York City and some other minor cost loss, I think, 
in the suburban area as a result of the price structure

Q How did you know that the Union News Company 
had comparable arrangements with other publishers? 

Did Mr. McCollough say anything on this subject? 

MR. ROTH: Don't lead the witness on that, 

please. 


the COURT: I think I will sustain the objection

Did the Union News, so far as you knew at that 
time, have such arrangements with anybody else? 

THE WITNESS: I would have to answer it by 
saying it was an open secret in the industry. 

THE COURT: Did you know it? 

THE WITNESS: For a fact? 

THE COURT: Yes. 

THE WITNESS: No, sir, I did not. 

Q Did you and Mr. McCollough discuss any specific 
price for which The Post would pay for placard displays? 

A During that telephone conversation of June 1? 
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Q Where did you meet with him? 

A I believe we met for lunch. That was at a 
regular restaurant somewhere. 

Q Do you recall the substance of that conversation? 

A During our conversation we discussed implementing

an advertising allowance which would consist of some 
specific services that the Union News Company would perform 
for The Post in that particular area. 

Q Did you discuss what those services would be? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q What were they? 

A I asked Mr. McCollough what services he was 

prepared to render for us in return for an advertising 
allowance and he mentioned that he would arrange to have 
our promotional stand cards, which at that time we were 
producing with a regular frequency, distributed, posted at 
Union News Company newsstand outlets. 

Q If I may interrupt you for a second. 

Prior to July 1, 1964 was The Post distributing 
its placards or its promotional material to any newsstands 
in the metropolitan New York area? 

A Yes, we were. 

Q To what stand or stands were you distributing 
those cards? 
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A I would say generally they were to independently 
owned newsstands. 

Q How about the Union newsstands? 

A There nay have been some occasions depending 

upon the relationship between our outside sales force and 
the agent at the Union News Company stands that a New 

Post stand card would hsvj been posted at a partic¬ 
ular Union News Company outlet. But generally I do not 
believe that that was the case. 

Q Returning now to your conversation in the 
restaurant with Mr. McCollough, what further conversation 
did you have with him, if any, concerning the advertising 
allowance that The Post was going to pay Union News? 

A I believe I suggested that for this particular 
service that he hvl indicated they would render and any 
other service that might occur to us that might be of value 
to us, that we might be interested in paying for that 
advertising service $50 a month. 

Q Did you then agree upon that sum of $50 a 

month? 

A Yes, we did. 

Q Can you remember whether you and Mr. McCollough 
agreed as to how many stands the New York Post would be 
permitted to have posters at, how many Union newsstands 
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the New York Post would be permitted to have posters at? 

A I don't recall that our discussions touched on 
that aspect of it at all. The arrangements were that 
we would deliver some supply of stand cards to the Union 
News office on Varick Street at which point they would thke 
over and arrange to have them distributed as posted. 

We would determine the number of stand cards. 

I don't think we covered that in our discussion but, in 
effect, that is what we did. We decided on the number 
of stand cards we sent to the Union News Company in each 
particular instance. 

Q That was to be within The Post's discretion? 

A Correct. 

Q Was there any discussion concerning the 
frequency with which The Post would distribute stand 
cards? 

A That also was at our discretion. Any time 
we wished to have them distribute one — and it was my 
intention that every time we did, in fact, have a stand 
card that a supply would be sent to the Union New* Company. 

Q Are there any further details concerning this 
agreement or July 1, 1964 that you can now recall? 

A No. 

Q Shortly thereafter did you have occasion to 
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notify anyone in the accounting department of the New York 
Post of this agreement? 

A Yes, as a normal procedure I would nccify our 
controller and I may have also undoubtedly advised our 
publisher and I subsequently advised our circulation 
director of the arrangement.

Q TO the best of your knowledge, is the listing on 
page 2 of Government's 9 a complete 1 ,ting of all the 
promotional material — 

THE COURT: He can't answer that question. 

He relied on what Cintula sent him. 

THE WITNESS: That it correct. i did not 
personally check it. 

THE COURT: This was something Mr. Cintula sent 
you, all right. 

Q Do you have with you today, Mr. Greenberg, any 
of the promotional material which the New York Post sent 
to the Union News Company pursuant to this agreement? 

A Yes, l have some photocopies of certain of the 
newsstand promotion cards that are indicated on the list 
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provided to me by Mr. Cintula. 


Q Mr. Greenberg, I draw your attention to five 
photocopies and I ask you if those are copies of the 
promotional material sent by The Post to Union News? 

A These photocopies conform to the list of the 
newsstand cards that Mr. Cintula provided me, yes, within 
that period. It's not a complete list of the stand cards 
but it's representative. 

Q To your knowledge, are these copies of placards 
that appeared at the Union newsstands advertising upcoming 
features in The Post and so forth? 

A Yes. 

MR. ROTH: It's his knowledge that they appeared-- 
THE COURT: I don't think T can say that.

Q Did these invoices come to your attention in 
the regular course of your business?

"Q Could you have offered a program which 
would be proportionately equal where the dealer or 
other than the Union News could render services to 
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you for which you could pay money? 

r A I would-say there is absolutely no 
reason to have or formulate a program such as 
that. 

"Q Why is it that you couldn't formulate 

a program such as that or there would be no reason 
to? 

"A Yes, among the principal reasons are the 
fact that the Union News Company by virtue of the 
fact that it has 180 outlets in very important 
areas, the depots where the more affluent reader 
purchases papers was in a position to make a dis¬ 
tribution for us to potentially 180 stands. No 
parallel situation existed with individual news¬ 
stands who are generally considered independent 
proprietors of their separate businesses and could 
not have made for us a distribution of news stands 
to a group of locations. 

"Additionally, our own employees — it 
relieved our own employees of making such a dis¬ 
tribution, assuming it would be possible to make 
this distribution in the posing of the stand 
cards. It was a function that, if we wished to 

It was a function that, if we wished to have this 
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posting performed, that our own employes would have 

had to perform it and would have detracted from 

their other duties." 

Are those statements or answers of yours 
correct as of now? 

A Yes. 

Q As I understand it for many years before '64 
The News was paying $40 a week in general rebates, is that 
correct? 

A What was that? 

Q The Post was paying the Union News $40 per week 
as a rebate? 

A The amount varied depending upon sale. 

Q Approximately $40 a week? 

A That is probably correct. 

Q I believe you indicated that you reviewed 

that deal at one time, isn't that correct? 

A My recollection is \.hat I said that I reviewed 
it in the same manner that I would normally review other 
arrangements that we have.

Q In '66 there was only one of 75, "Life with the 
Kennedy children", is that correct? 

A I don't have the list in front of me. 

Q In '65 there were two. 

MR. CLARK: That is not correct. 

MR. ROTH: I object to this. 

THE COURT: Just relax. Show the witness the 

list. 

I think it's a little difficult for him with 
you sitting back there and telling him what is in it. 

You ought to show it uo him. 

MR. ROTH: I want to make the point. 

THE COURT: Never mind the point. 

MR. ROTH: I want to make a motion for the 

record. 

THE COURT: Please don't bother about it and 
show the witness the list. 

MR. ROTH: Am I to be interrupted by an outside 
counsel on the record? 

THE COURT: Show the witness the list and there 
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won't be any interruptions. 

Q Tell me how many there were in '65. 

A Two. 

Q And in '64? 

A Three. 

Q Three in '64? 

A Yes. 

Q And they started off with one for 100, another 
for 125, another for 100 and another for 100. But then in 
'65 there are two, right? 

A Yes. 

Q It dropped from four to two and the two, one is 
100 and one is 75. 

So the fact is — I withdraw the question. 

The facts will speak for themselves. 

The figure of $50 was set without any relation¬ 
ship to a particular amount of services, isn't that true? 

A Yes, basically that is true. It just was 

derived from an idea of getting the Union News Company a 
certain amount of money a year? 

THE COURT: I thought you testified that Union 
News Company indicated they were taking a loss on account 
of this weekend edition. Is that what the $50 was for? 

THE WITNESS: That undoubtedly wa3 part of the 
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thinking that eventually produced the $50 figure. 

THE COURT: This might compensate them for the 
loss on your increase in price on the weekend edition when 
they had to pay the landlord or the agent? 

THE WITNESS: I can only say, your Honor, that 
that undoubtedly played a part in my thinking. 

THE COURT: All right. 

Q Taking a look at this June 1, 1964 memorandum 
which is in evidence, I believe you testified that at that 
time the Union News was in arrears $84,000? 

A Yes, I did say that. 

Q You say that again? 

A Looking — 

Q See what it says. 

A It says 44. However, I am not quite sure 
the 44 or the 84 may not have been the fact. Depending 
on whether it was June 1 or July 1. 

Q But this says June 1, 1964, in accordance with 
Mr. Schiff's instructions I called Mr. McCollough, vice- 
president of Union News Company, this morning to tell him 
their accounting department had informed me there was a 
8 ® r ^ ou ® delinquency in their account of approximately 
$44,000. I wanted to correct the record. 

THE COURT: Okay. 
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Q When the newspaper prices were set at any time 
during your tenure — at the time prices for the news¬ 
papers were set# The Post and other newspapers set what you 
call a rate structure# is that right? 

A Yes. | 

Q How much they would get from the wholesaler, 
how much from the retailer and the wholesaler would get from 
the retailer and how much the retailer would get from the 
public and in the case of a direct sale of the Union News 
Company or wherever The Post sold directly there was a 
rate structure? 

THE COURT: I don’t understand your qudstion. 

Tell us about the rate structure. 

THE WITNESS: The rate structure consists of 
three parts, that is a cover price, a rate to the retailer 
and a rate to the wholesaler, if there is a wholesaler 
involved. 

Q And you also had a cover price which you tried 
to maintain, isn’t that correct? 

A That is part ofthe structure. 

Q In setting that rate structure you considered 
the rate structure that any other newspapers might have 
established, is that correct? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 
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THE COURT: I will sustain the objection to 

that. 

Q How did you issue those rate structures? 

A What do you mean by issue? 

Q Just simply issue an edit, did you send it out 
in writing? How did you do it? 

A We sent out letters or notices to news dealers. 
They were distributed by our routemen. We sent letters 
and notices to such multi-newsstand organizations as the 
Union News Company and Eastern News Company and we also 
sent letters to our wholesalers in each cane advising them 
of those structures that pertained to their situation. 

Q Suppose someone deciced that they didn't like 
the rate structure that you established for them, what 
would you do about it? 

A I can't answer a question that I never had to 

face. 

THE COURT: It never came up? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

Q It came up with the Union News Company, didn't 

it? 

THE COURT: It came up on the sense of the 

weekend edition, on account of the arrangements with the 
landlord and the News agents. There was some dissatis- 
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faction, is that what you testified? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I did. 

Q At what point did the retail price go up from 
10 to 15 cents? 

A The first increase from 10 to 15 cents occurred 
with the Saturday edition and that was either in April or 
May of 1964. 

Q Before that what was the rate structure? 

A Before that the rate structure on the Saturday 

edition — 

Q Let's have all cf them. 

A You are asking me to recall specific numbers 

and I will try to do that to the best of my ability. 

Q Let's take the rate structure before the 
increase in the Saturday edition in '64. Just give us 
the rate structure in 1964. 

A My recollection is that daily rate structure 
was 7.6 or $7.60 to the news dealer in the New York City 
area and, I believe, it was $7.75 a hundred copies in 
the suburban area and perhaps $8 per hundred copies in the 
country area. 

Q Give us the retail price for each of those. 

A The retail price in each instance was 10 cents. 

On the Saturday edition, I believe, in the 
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City area the price to the dealer was $7.50 per hundred 
copies and I think the rates in the suburban and country 
areas were identical to that of the daily. 

Q What happened when the rates went up in 1964? 

A When the Saturday price was increased to 15 
cents the structure became $11.50 per hundred copies. 

Q For the local New York City dealers? 

A Yes. I believe it was 11.75 in the suburban 


area and $12 in the country area 


That is my recollec¬ 


tion. 


Q You then received an increase from 7.60, was it? 

A Probably 7.50. 

Q To 11.50? 

A Yes. 


An increase of $4 over the 7.50 that they were 


paid before? 

A Yes. 

Q Which is well over 50 per cent,right? 

A The per cent of the increase? 

Q 50 per cent of the previous price. 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I sustain the objection to that. 
I think we can all figure that it went up from $7.50 to 
$11.50. 
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Q You mentioned that it was an open secret that 
the Union News was receiving rebates or allowances from 
other newspapers. Tell us a little more about that. 

Hew did you learn that open secret? How open was it? 

A I don't know how I would frame an answer to 

that question. 

THE COURT: You told me that you didn't have 

any personal knowledge. You said it was an open secret. 
The question is what led you to believe this was an open 
secret? 

THE WITNESS: In any business one hears reports, 
rumors or one talks to other individuals and the variety 
of topics are covered. I am specifically not saying 
that I asked any of the individuals on the other papers 

or anyone at the Union News Company whether such arrange¬ 

ments existed. I did not. 

But in the course of conversations with many 
people with whom I talked in the business there was an 
occasional reference to this situation and the heneral 
opinion that I got was that such arrangements existed. 

Q Was there an idea as to the extent of these 
arrangements? 

A Yes, there was. That is in a general way. 

Q Tell us what those were. 
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-redirect 

A I only was aware that they ranged somewhere in 
the area of about $25/300 a year for two of the other 
papers and the fee at the time. 

Q What two? 

A The Times and The News. 

Q Was there an idea in this open secret as to why 

they were getting the rebates? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I think I will sustain the objection 

to that. 

Q Did the open secret contain any references to 
the basis? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Same objection. 

THE COURT: I think he has gone as far as we 
can expect him to go with the open secret. Having 

previously testified he had no direct information on the 
subject, that is enough. 

MR. ROTH: That is all of this witness. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROSENBERG: 

Q You testified during cross-examination, Mr. 
Greenberg, that there were two factors which influenced 
your judgment to some extent in continuing the rebate agree¬ 
ment. You mentioned the savings in handling as a result 
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of the bulk delivery and the avoidance of the use of cash. 

Have I correctly summarized your testimony? 

A Yes, I said there were several factors. 

Perhaps there were one or two others. 

MR. ROTH: He didn't limit himself to two. 

THE WITNESS: I believe I mentioned three. 

Q What was the third factor? 

A I believe that I thought it expedited in part 
our distribution process, that it reduced the exposure of 
our routemen to cash and that it also relieved, to some 
extent, our cash cashier department operations by their 
not being required to handle that additional cash. 

Q And these were the reasons why you approved of 
the continuation of the rebate agreement with Union News? 

A It's not a question of having approved it. 

Q Failed to terminate? 

A That is correct. Plus I must add the fact 
that I was not privy to the original arrangement or the 


basis for it and I assume that it did have some merit. 


Q In 1964 when you entered into the advertising 
allowance agreement that you have described with Mr. 
McCollough, were you then or was the New York Post then 
distributing placards or promotional material to the other 
independent stands? 
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2 

A Yes, we were. 


3 

Q Were you receiving any consideration from 


4 

those stands for the posting of the promotional material? 


5 

A Any consideration from those news dealers? 


6 

Q Were you paying those news dealers any consider¬ 


7 

ation for the right to post promotional material at their

stands?

A No.

Q After you made the deal with Mr. McCollough did

you then offer to pay to any of these other newsstands

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MS. REICE: 

Q By whom are you employed? 

A Dow Jones & Company. 

Q Does the Dow Jones & Company publish any news¬ 
papers? 


A Yes, they do. 

MR. ROTH: I want to mention one thing. 

I see no connection between the Wall Street Journal and 
this case. If they are trying to prove rebates, they 
have no allegations in the complaint about that at all. 

THE COURT: I will hear the witness. He is 

here and I will consider that later on. 

You work for Dow Jones? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, your Honor. 


Q What is the name of the newspaper which Dow 
Jones publishes? 


We publish the Wall Street Journal and the 
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National OL. rvar and Barron's. ^_ 

Q Are your particular responsibilities with the 
Dow Jones Company — 

THE CO'JRT: Ask him what his responsibilities 

are. 

What do you do? 

THE WITNESS: Manager of the field operations 
group, circulation and sales department under which the 
retail sales or news dealer sales division is a part. 

THE COURT: Which publications does that 

relate to? 

THE WITNESS: All three. 

Q Mr. Potulny, how long have you been concerned 
with the retail sales of the Wall Street Journal? 

A Through my entire career with Dow Jones which 
is now a little over nine years. 

Q With respect to the sales of the Wall Street 
Journal what was your particular responsibility during 
the years 1965 to 1967? 

A I was the national manager of the news dealer 
sales division. 

Q As the national manager of the news dealer 
sales division were you familiar with the methods of 
distribution and circulation of the Wall Street Journal? 
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A Yes. 

THE COURT: The Wall Street Journal has a 

number of editions throughout the country. Are you talk¬ 
ing about all of them? 

THE WITNESS: All of them. 

THE COURT: How many do they have? 

A Four editions. 

THE COURT: And this is referring to all four 

editions? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

Q Mr. Potulny, could you briefly describe the 

method of distribution of the Wall Street Journal? 

A On a national basis? 

Q Yes. 

A Printed at one of our nine — presently one of 
our nine plants and distributed to a network of whole¬ 
salers in gi/en geographical areas who then distribute to 
retail accounts, Vending machines. 

Q Is the method of distribution of the Wall Street

I think, Mr. Potulny, you have been there nine 
years and you have been involved in the circulation of the 
Wall Street Journal?

Jones until January of 1968 there was within the circula- 
tioi sales department's budget classifications a dis¬ 
tribution allowance or transportation allowance category 
and the utilization of this category was based on what we 
were trying to do to develop a market with a particular 
wholesaler and in a few instances we would apply or pay in 

the form of an allowance moneys to enhance our marketing 
position. 

THE COURT: How does that work? Say you 

had wholesaler A and you thought it would help the promotion 
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of the Wall Street Journal to make an allowance, how did it 


work? 

THE WITNESS: If our field representatives 
in the course of doing business with that given whole¬ 
saler, depending on where he would be, advocated after 
doing a marketing study that we should assist the whole- 
sa l6t in enlarging our marketing base because of the 
potential in the area we would then entertain some form of 
assistance so as to realize that. 

THE COURT: What was the form of assistance? 

THE WITNESS: It was normally in the form of 
money, obviously, and the amount was set by discussions. 

THE COURT: Depending on the particular whole¬ 

saler involved? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, your Honor. 

THE COURT: What did you expect to receive for 
the allowances you made? 

THE WITNESS: We expected to receive additional 
efforts on the part of the wholesaler relative to selling 
more of our publications which was the end result. 

THE COURT: You did this only with wholesalers? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, only with wholesalers other 
than the circumstance with Union News that came up in the 
fall of 1965. 
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Q Mr. Potulny, could yen describe this circum¬ 
stance with respect to the Union News to which you just 
referred? It came up, I think, you said in the fall 

of '65. Could you describe that incident for us? 

(* ‘ 

A I would rather not be — 

MR. ROTH: May we have the question repeated. 

THE COURT: Let's shortcut it all. 

You say that in 1965 something developed with 
Union News, is that right? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, your Honor. 

THE COURT: What happened? 

THE WITNESS: In coming to the company, that 

is in being myself employed with Dow Jones we put together 
what we thought was a national division or a group of 
people, news dealer sales division, that would go about 
the country and seek to enlarge our sales by using represent 
atives in the field, et cetera. 

We set up three regional offices and installed 
a regional sales manager in each of the offices, an 
eastern, a central and a western. 

The eastern regional manager was hired and we 
actually got underway in our attempts to sell more 
newspapers. He was actually hired in early 1965. 

In the course of doing his business and in meeting the 
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people that we did business with he came across or made 
contact with some of the principals of the Union News 
Company. The discussions revolved around — 

THE COURT: This is the regional manager of 

the eastern division? Wfat iw his name? 


THE WITNESS: His name at the time was Paul 

Kepcke. 

THE COURT: Were you present at any of these 
discussions or were these reports you heard from Mr. 

Kepcke? 

THE WITNESS: Mr. Kepcke originally made the 

contact and I made a visit or two with him to Union News. 
THE COURT: When was that, in '65? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, a number of the discussions 
took place within '65, during 1965. 

Q Could you relate to the Court the substance 
of those discussions which you had with the representatives 
of the Union News Company in 1965? 

A As well as I can recollect, the discussions 
concerned — 

MR. ROTH: I object to this whole line of 
questioning.

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THE COURT: Did Mr. McCollough talk to you 
about that or talk to you and Mr. Kepcke about that? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, he did. After a partic¬ 

ular meeting when we had talked — 

THE COURT: I am trying to get you to focus 
your recollection on the actual meetings and not what you 
and Mr. Kepcke kept talking about in between meetings. 

I am interested in what the conversations were with Mr. 
McCollough or any other representative of the Union Newd ; 

As I understand your testimony so far, at the first meeting 
he wanted to do something about increasing his profit on 
each paper sold, is that right? 

THE WITNESS: That is right. 

THE COURT: Did he propose how he was going to 

do that? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. Again, as best I recollect, 

it's eight years ago. The conversation with Mr. McCollough 
related to payments of money to Union News Company. 

THE COURT: You would pay money to the Union News 
Company to increase its profit per paper, is that right? 

THE WITNESS: Correct. 

THE COURT: what was discussed in that connection, 
if you remember, with Mr. McCollough? Were there amounts 
mentioned? 
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THE WITNESS: The percentage of profit per 
unit was what I best recall and I think that Mr. McCollough 
referred to a 33-1/3 per cent profit on each unit sold and 
translated by co.rselves, that is Dow Jones, to the amount 
that we were selling at the time and what the additional 
amount of money that Union News would require, what that 
translated to was something like $3000 a month. 

Q Mr. Potulny, after Mr. McCollough described to 
you his problem with his profit margin, do you recall what 
your response was to him? 

A Basically that we would not pay that type of 
allowance nor would we pay that amount, neither the amount 
nor the allowance in that form were acceptable. 

Q Do you recall anything else which you indicated 
to Mr. McCollough? 

A I told Mr. McCollough, again as best I recall, 
that we were interested in selling our publications in the 
best possible manner and that Union News was obviously 
an important outlet for our publications. 

THE COURT: When you say your publications, you 
are referring to the Wall Street Journal, the National 
Observer and Barron's as well? 

THE WITNESS: Just the Wall Street Journal. 

THE COURT: All right. 
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THE WITNESS: I indicated to him that if there 


was a proper business way of increasing our sales, if 
there was something that would be in Union News' best 
interest and in Dow Jones' best interest relative to the 
sale of the Wall Street Journal that we would then at 
xeast look favorably on a consideration towards that end. 

Q Did Mr. McCollough thereafter suggest a 

proposal to you along these lines? 

A Yes, he did. 

Q Could you describe, as best you recall, the 
proposal which Mr. McCollough suggested to you? 

A The suggestion again, my best recollection at 
this time, was that we make available to the Union News 
Company promotional pieces such as newsstand posters, cash 
check out signs. 

THE COURT: What is a cash check out sign? 

THE WITNESS: The same as a poster except it 
would be a stand-up. Rather than pinned up it would 
stand by itself with the triangular back. Also change 
mats or the little rubber or plastic change mats. 

THE COURT: Something where you put the money on 
and it has a name on it? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, "By the Wall Street Journal" 

or something like that. We make this type of item avail- 
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able to him and he would then see that they were placed on 
the Union newsstands throughout the country. He also 
suggested that all of the newsstands, their locations, 
the district managers or regional managers handling that 
particular area or newsstand or group of news cands would 
be made available to us, that we would have generally much 
better access to Union News, the Union News Company, and 
their newsstands in the pursuit of selling the Wall Street 
than before, and that we would be getting our 
message across through the use of the promotional pieces. 

And it was alsc implied that our cover price 
of 10 cents at thi*t time would be basically maintained. 

Q Did Mr. McCollough suggest to you a price which 
the Wall Street Journal should pay to the Union News Company 
for this promotional package? 

A Talking about this package alone and not any 
original conversations? 

Q If it was divided that way, I don't know. 

A Well, I think, as I indicated earlier, the 

33-1/3 per cent profit circumstance had originally come up 
and we had translated that to an approximate $3000 a month' 
The amount of money now discussed for the promotional 
approach and the communications, the improvement of the 
communications, et cetera, was $500 a month as put forth 
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by Mr. McCollough. 

Q Mr. Potulny, did you reach an agreement with 
the Union News Company for a promotional or for the payment 
of a promotional allowance by the Wall Street Journal? 

A Yes, we did. 

Q What was the amount which you agreed to pay to 
the Union News Company? 

A $500 a month. 

Q Do you recall, Mr. Potulny, when those payments 

to the Union New Company commenced? 

A I believe some time in the fall of 1965. 

Q Did there come a time when the Wall Street 

Journal ceased to pay the Union News Company this 
promotional allowance? 

A Yes. 

Q Do you recall when that occurred? 

A January of 1968. 

Q Could you describe the circumstances under 

which the Wall Street Journal ceased to pay the Union News 
Company a promotional allowance? 

A In January of 1968 we raised the price of the 
Wall Street Journal from 10 cents, a suggested cover price 
of 10 cents to 15 cents and at the same time or prior to 
the actual occurrence of joing from 10 to 15 cents we re- 
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established our rates to wholesalers, suggested to whole¬ 
salers and retailers, not suggested to wholesalers but 
suggested to retailers and consumers. 


In the course of establishing our new rate, 
we felt corporately that we were adjusting in a fair way 
the amount of profits that would be derived by both the 
wholesaler and the retailer. in accordance with that 

we eliminated all allowances. 

Q Focusing on the payment of promotional allow¬ 
ances, during the time that you paid the Union News Company 
a promotional allowance as you just testified, from the 
fall of 1965 until January of 1968, did you pay any 
promotional allowance to any of your wholesale or retail 
customers? 


A To some wholesalers, yes. 

Q You paid a promotional or an advertising allow¬ 
ance to other wholesale customers? 

MR. ROTH: He answered it. 

THE WITNESS: Your Honor, there is a line here 
in terms of the promotional allowance as opposed to a dis¬ 
tribution allowance. 

THE COURT: I think really the question relates 
that you described this arrangement with the Union News 
Company, as I understand it, you paid them $500 a month and

they agreed to exhibit this promotional material on their

Q Mr. Potulny, when you had a run-off of these 

posters for display such as those which you have been 
describing displayed on the Union newsstands, how many 
posters did you make in a single run approximately, if you 
recall? 


A We printed enough to make sure that our total 
national staff had a supply and they usually ran in larger 
amounts up to four or five thousand. 

Q How many Union newsstands approximately were 
you dealing with — 

THE COURT: He wasn't dealing with them. 

Do you remember how many stands Union News had 
while you were in this arrangement with them? 

THE WITNESS: On a national basis at the time 
I think it was somewhere around 350 to 400 newsstands. 

THE COURT: How did you get these posters and 
placards to the Union newsstands? 

THE WITNESS: As I recall, your Honor, in some 
cases they were mailed to a point or our field represent¬ 
atives would deliver them. 


THE COURT: That did not go through the whole- 
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saler? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

THE COURT: It would be direct? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Q What did the Wall Street Journal do with the 
other posters which it had printed other than the ones it 
distributed to the Union newsstands? 

A They were put into the hands of our represent¬ 
atives in the field and they in the course of making their 
contacts with wholesalers and other retailers would attempt 
to make distribution or placement of the promotional pieces. 

Q Did you pay other retail purchasers or other 
wholesale purchasers to display posters of the Wall Street 
Journal leaving aside the Union News? 

A No, we did not. 

Q Mr. Potulny, did the Union News Company submit 
the bills to the Wall Street Journal for these promotional 
services which it rendered? 

A Yes, they did. 

Q Do you know if the Wall Street Journal still has 
any of those bills in its files? 

A Yes, we do have copies or a copy or copies of 
the same bill that we received during 1966 and '67 but it 
is into the early part of ’68 inasmuch as Union News con- 
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tinued to bill us into '68 for the supposed services being 
performed. 

Q Do you happen to have a copy of that bill, 1968, 
from the Union News Company to which you just referred 
with you in court? 

A My counsel has it. 

MR. ROTH: Is that supposed to be a paid bill? 

Q Perhaps you can describe, if I anticipate 
Mr. Roth, the circumstances under which you received bills 
in 1968 from the Union News Company? 

A As I believe I indicated, we informed those 
people. We informed every one of our new rate in January 
of 1968 and at the same time indicated to those people that 
had been or were receiving any allowances, the fact that 
we were not going to be paying any allowances further. 

This did not deter or stop Union News from 
continuing to bill us right up through the summer and into 
the fall of 1968. 

THE COURT: Did you pay any of those bills? 

THE WITNESS: No, your Honor, we did not. 

THE COURT: Let's get those bills then. 

(Government's Exhibit 65 was marked for 

identification.) 

MR. ROTH: Have you any other bills besides 
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this one? 


THE COURT: This is for '68? 

MR. ROTH: This is the '68 bill which is not 

paid. 


THE COURT: He just testified that came in 
after he eliminated the arrangement. 

MR. ROTH: I object unless he produces all the 

bills they sent. 

THE COURT: Do you have the bills from '66 to 

• 68 ? 


THE WITNESS: I am not aware whether our 
accounting department has them or not. 

MR. ROTH: Haven't they got a record of the 

payments made at least? 

THE COURT: I didn't hear you. 

MR. ROTH: I object to this coming in this way 

anyway. 

THE COURT: I will receive the exhibits on the 
basis of the testimony that this is a bill that came in 
after they raised the price and the bill was not paid. 

(Government's Exhibit 65 was received in 
evidence.) 

Q I show you Government's Exhibit 65 and ask you, 
if you know, if this bill is similar to bills received by 
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the Wall Street Journal during the years 1965 through 1967 
from the Union News Company for promotional services? 

A As far as I recollect it's the same format. 

THE COURTi Did these bills come to you during 

this time? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, thtty came addressed to my 
division in the circulation sales c’erjartment. 

THE COURT: And that loorf> r you like the 
other bills that you paid? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, they were processed then 
through the accounting department. 

Q Focusing again on Government's Exhibit 65, is 
there a description of the services rendered by the Union 
News Company on that invoice? 

THE COURT: The invoice speaks for itself. 
Whatever it says it says. 

Q Just one more question: 

Did you ever meet with the circulation directors 
of other New York based newspapers to discuss problems of 
common concern? 

THE COURT: Do you understand the question? 

THE. WlThESS: Yes. I would like it repeated. 

THE COURT: She is asking you if you associated 
with other circulat.'.on people from other newspapers and 
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“cross 

talked about the common problems from time to time, do you 
do that? 

THE WITNESS: No, y our Honor. 

THE COURT: You don't? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

MS. REICE: Thank you, Mr. Potulny. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROTH: 

Q When were these payments commenced, Mr. Potulny? 
I do move to strike out all the testimony as 
being irrelevant to this case. 

THE COURT: That motion is denied. 

He wants to know when you started doing this, 
making these payments to Union News. 

THE WITNESS: I am ;sot sure, your Honor. 

I believe they commenced in the fall of '65. 

Q Before you came here you were interviewed by 

counsel for the Government, were you not? 

A Yes. 

Q And you were asked to produce records, were you 

not? 

A Not formally asked to produce records, no, sir. 

Q Is it your statement th \>t your company does not 

have records showing Union News payments going back to ' 66 , 
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'67, *65? 


A Being in the circulation’sales department, I 
don't know what the record keeping circumstance is in our 
accounting and/or business side of Dow Jones. Somebody 
else would have to answer that. 

Q Did the Government attorneys ask you when these 
payments started? 

A I am sorry, I don't understand. 

Q Did the Government attorneys ask you when these 
payments started? 

A Yes. 

Q *nd you mentioned or told them when the pay¬ 
ments started out of your memory, is that correct? 

A Recollection. 

Q Similarly you told them the dates of the meetings 

shortly before the statements started, is that right, out of 
your memory? 


Yes. 


Q You consulted no records at all about that? 

A None at the time. 

Q None whatsoever? 

A None whatsoever. 

Q So there are no records that you can produce as 

to when these payments actually were made except that you 
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know they were terminated some time when? 

THE COURT: He is asking you when the arrange¬ 
ment terminated. 

THE WITNESS: I have testified that it terminated 
January of 1968. 

Q Would it surprise you that it would appear that 
the payments were only made during the year 1967? 

A Would it surprise me? 

Q Yes. 

A Yes, it would. 

Q Would it surprise you if the total maximum 
payment was $6000 according to the records of the Union 
News? That is one year's payment. 

A Yes. 

Q Would that surprise you? 

A Not the amount. 

Q Total amounts paid, $6000 over a one-year 

period, and no more. Would that surprise you? 

A 12 times 5 is 6000. The amount would not 
surprise me. 

Q 12,000 — 

THE COURT: You are talking at cross purposes. 

You testified that you started this arrangement

THE WITNESS: We distribute through the mails. 

Q Including to the Union newsstands? 

A Through the wholesaler to the Union newsstands. 

Q Who was that wholesaler? 

A Metropolitan News Company. That is in the 

New York area. 

Q Did you make any promotional allowances to the 
Metropo]itan News Company? 

A Not promotional allowances. 

Q Did you make any allowances? 

A I am not absolutely sure of the time or the area 
within which we might have paid Metropolitan News Company 
allowances.

A National manager of the news dealer sales 
division. 

Q National manager for what? 

A News dealer sales division. 

Q The news dealer sales division mean news dealers 

local retailers, isn't that right? Did it mean the 
wholesalers?

Q it didn't include the news dealers? 

A I inherited the name. We changed the name 
as soon as we could to something else.

Q We don't need to clutter the record with this

THE COURT: If you want to offer the page of the 

prospectus, offer it. I take it there is no objection to 
that. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No objection. 

(Defendant's Exhibit F was received in 
evidence.) 

Q Mr. Green, centering around the Grand Central 
area, what establishments do you have there? 

A We have mainly office buildings around the 
Grand Central area. We operate in the Pan Am Building and 
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many office buildings in a radius around Grand Central 
Station. 

Q Let's take Grand Central Station itself. 

You have some stands in the Pan Am Building? 

A We do. 

Q And are one or two of them located in front of 
the ramp that leads down into the station? 

A Located at the top of the escalators that lead 
down to the station. 

Q And you have — 

THE COURT: Let's stop this leading. 

Ask him whether he has them. 

Q What other stands and where are they in the 
Pan Am Building? 

A We have three stands in the Pan Am Building. 

Two at the level of the top of the escalators which is 
considered the concourse of the lobby of the Pan Am Build¬ 
ing and one upstairs which is sort of a building lobby 
entrance. 

Q Do you have a portable stand there at any time? 

A In the evening we put two little portables at 
the top of the escalators. The escalators leading down 
to Grand Central Station, that is. These are in the 
Pan Am Building. 
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What other newsstands or places to buy news¬ 
papers are there immediately around the station, right 
in the circumference and the same side of the street? 

A I guess there are a dozen or two around the 

area. 

Q I don't mean the area. i am talking about 
right outside the doors. 

A Directly outside of Grand Central Station I 

would say there are eight to ten, maybe 12 to 16. I never 
counted. 

There is one or two leading to every entrance 
to Grand Central. 

THE COURT: These are sidewalk stands? 

the WITNESS: Yes, run by individuals, I assume 

THE COURT: They are not yours, they are other 

stands? 

THE WITNESS: Nothing to do with us. They are 
individual entrepreneurs. 

Q Up to about 1969 were you familiar with the 
stands that Union News Company operated inside the station? 
A I would think so. 

Q What stands did they have there? 

A I don't know, 12 or 14 newsstands scattered 
around Grand Central.

Q Where would they be? 

A In the waiting rooms, near the in-going trains 

and outgoing trains. Every exit, I guess. 

Q As many as 14? 

A I think at one time they may have had 14. 

Q How many do they have now? 

A I really don't know. 

Q Isn't it a fact that there are fewer now than 

before? 

A I think there are fewer now than they had. 

Q Coming to your stands in the Pan Am Building 
what hours do they maintain? 

A We open at 6.30 in the morning to 10 o'clock at 
night on the one big one. 

Q What about the others? 

A The others run from 7.30 to 6. 

Q The portables of course only come — 

A Two or three hours. 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: Don't lead the witness. Ask him 


questions. 

Q What do you do on holidays? 

THE COURT: Are your stands opened on Sunday? 
THE WITNESS: We have one open. The big one 
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is open on Sunday. One stand is open on Saturday. 

THE COURT: Generally speaking they are closed 

Sunday, Saturday and holidays?

Q The one open on Saturday at the Pan Am, what 
hours does that keep? 

A Roughly 7.30 to 4.30 or 5 o'clock.

CROSS EXAMIN7 TION 
BY MR. ROSENBERG: 

Q Mr. Green, I believe you testified that the 
Eastern News Company has grown from 10 or 11 stands in 
1960 to approximately 79 today? 

A That is right. 

Q Where are your newsstands located? 

A We are in practically every major office build¬ 
ing in the City of New York. That is our primary business. 
We do spill into a few hotels plus the terminal in Jamaica. 
Primarily we are an office building operator. 

Q Are your stands all within the five boroughs of 
New York? 

A All except seven in Chicago, three in Cleveland 
and everything else would be — 

THE COURT: He is talking about the five 

boroughs. 

Do you have stands in the Bronx? 

THE WITNESS: Brooklyn, Queens, nothing in the 

Bronx. 
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THE COURT: Nothing in the Bronx? 

THE WITNESS: No. We have one in rbooklyn, 
two in Queens and the majority would be in Manhattan. 

Q Focusing on the period 1964 to 1969, if you 
can, can you tell us how many of your stands were in the 
metropolitan New York area? 

A It's a little hard for me to do. 

Q When did you acquire your stands in Chicago and 

Cleveland? 

A We are in Chicago and Cleveland now about six 
years. If you take those six years off and take those 
ten stands off and getting back to 1960 when we had nine 
or so, everything else would be in that period from 1960 
to, say, 1967 or '68. 

Q What products do you offer for sale at Eastern 
Newsstands? 

A Basically we sell newspapers, magazines, cigars, 
cigarettes, candies aid such miscellaneous items as you 
find in a newsstand like a handkerchief, a comb, what the 
commuter might forget in the morning when he is coming to 
work. 

Q When you receive bundles of newspapers from 
your suppliers do you do anything to alter their shape or 
content before reselling them to the public? 
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A We would physically open the bundle and hope 
our man would stack them up nice and neat and put them up 
for sale, count them, of course. 

Q Mr. Green, have you ever been offered by any 

of your suppliers of newspapers — have any of the news¬ 
paper suppliers with whom you deal ever offered you an 
agreement under the terms of which they would pay you a 
promotion or advertising allowance for some service that 
you or Eastern Newsstands would furnish to them? 

A No, sir. 

Q Never? 

A Never. 

MR. ROTH: May I get the answer to that? 

THE WITNESS: Never. We are talking about 
newspapers, I assume. 

MR. ROTH: I didn't get that. 

THE COURT: How do you buy newspapers? Do you 

buy them from the newspaper or wholesalers? 

THE WITNESS: It works both ways. There is a 
wholesaler that delivers in New York, Easter Fifth Avenue 
and Webster Fifth Avenue. 

The News delivers directly themselves throughout 

the city. 

THE COURT: I take it from your answer that 
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you haven't any arrangements with any of these newspapers 
for promotional allowances? 

THE WITNESS; No, we haven't. 

THE COURT; Do they give you signs to stick up? 
THE WITNESS; Yes, signs come in in bundles 

quite often. 

THE COURT: And posters of things that might 

appear in the Sunday Times? 


THE WITNESS: Any specials. We try not to 


use them. 


THE COURT: You try not to use them. 

All right. 

Q Have you ever asked your newspaper supplies for 
an advertising or promotional allowance contract? 

A I would have to say yes to that because we were 

aware that it was a practice in the field but we got into 
the business at the time that the practice was diminishing. 

Q When was that? 

A Back in 1960 or '61 or *62 or *63. I think 
it's somewhat public knowledge that that practice was 
diminishing. 

Q Which of your suppliers, if any, did you ask 
for an advertising or promotion agreement? 

A I couldn't make it too specific but in talking 
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to the New York Post at one time and telling them "Look, 
we know these damn things exist, why don't we get something" 
or they don't exist and what is existing they aren't chang¬ 
ing and we left it at that point. 

Q Did you or did you not ask for such an agree¬ 
ment? 

A We discussed the agreement. 

Q Who did you discuss it with at the New York 
Post, if you recall? 

A I would be able to answer that. We visit the 

Mew York Post very often. We have so many problems with 
them. Probably every time I get in chere I give them 
a needle about trying to get a rebate but we never get 
anything. 

Q No agreement from The Post? 

A No. 

Q From any of the other newspapers have you ever 

had a rebate or price allowance? 

A Not from newspapers, no. 

Q Did you ever testify in an action in this 
Court House called Periodical Distributors, Inc. against 
The American News Company? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Were you called by the plaintiff or the defend-

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ant in that action as a witness? 

A I was called by the defendant, I guess. 

Q Do you recall — 

A No, I am sorry. I am wrong. I was called 
by the plaintiff. 

0 Periodical Distributors, Inc. was the plaintiff

Q Did you give any testimony in that action with 
respect to the Manhattan News Company? 

A I don't recall my testimony too well except, I 
think, I was called to somehow show that we were also able 
to exist in this business atmosphere as a competitor of 
Union News Company and that we did fairly well despite 
their being the Union News Company in the field. 

Q What do you mean of beside their being in the 

field? 

MR. ROTH: Objection.

Q Do you today deal with the Manhattan News 

Company as one of your wholesalers? 

A Yes. 

Q Who do you deal with at Manhattan News Company? 

A Their general manager, Sam Nichols, a fellow 

by the name of Ducher. 

MR. ROTH: I object to any discussion on this. 

THE COURT: I will let him answer. 

Q Have you ever dealt with Mr. Henry Garfinkle in 
connection with the Manhattan News Company? 

A No, sir. 

MR. ROTH: I object. 

THE COURT: He answered no. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No further questions. 

MR. ROTH: No other questions. 
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THE COURT: Thank you, Mr. Green. 

(Witness excused.) 

MR. ROTH: I call Mr. McCollough. 

I might say this for the record because I am 
sitting here.

A As vice-president and director of the corpora¬ 
tion I was in the Union News division. 

Q What was the business of the Union News at that 

time? 

A The Union News Company at that time was in the 
newsstand business, gift shops. 

Q What was your next position? 

A In January 1, 1969 I became president of the

Q Mr. McCollough, would you examine these financial

reports of Ancorp National Services, Inc. of 1962 through

1971 and tell us whether those are the annual reports issued 
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by the company to its stockholders and filed with the 
appropriate authorities? 

MR. ROSENBERG: I think the record should 
reflect that the company changed its name from the American 
News Company to Ancorp in 1969 and that the first set of 
annual reports bear a different name. 

THE COURT: Is that correct, Mr. McCollough? 

THE WITNESS: The company changed its name but 

not the structure of the company. 

THE COURT: It would be a different name on 

the reports? 

THE WITNESS: That is right, your Honor. 

These are the annual reports signed by the 
auditors. They are not involved in the particular 

annual reports all t^e way back but as I see it they are 
all signed by the auditing firm. 

MR. ROTH: I am going to offer these in evi¬ 
dence. I want to make one or two remarks about them 
after that. 

THE COURT: Is there any objection to these? 

MR. ROSENBERG: We will stipulate that these 
are the annual reports of the company for the years in 
question. 

(Defendant's Exhibits G-l through G-10 were 
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received in evidence.) 

MR. ROTH: I would like to read a few of these 

items. 

THE COURT: Couldn't you ask your questions? 
You can read from the exhibits later. I would rather 
have you ask the witness questions. 

MR. ROTH: All right. 

Q Examining these ~eports, will you tell us the 
net income ofthe company, that is Ancorp National Services, 
for the year 1971? 

MR. ROSENBERG: May I inquire whether the 
witness is responding from independent recollection or 
merely reading — 

THE COURT: Obviously he is looking at the 

reports. 

Are these audited reports? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COURT: What does it say for 1971? 

THE WITNESS: The earnings per share — 

Q Net earnings of the company. 

A $83,000. $83,506 in 1971. 

Q The report hasn't come out for the year 1972? 

A No. 

Q It's in the process of being made? 
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Yes, sir. 


THE COURT: Does the company have a fiscal 

year or do you operate on a calendar year? 

THE WITNESS: The end of each year. 

THE COURT: Calendar year? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Q Tell me the net income for the prior year.

THE WITNESS: That is right. I am just read¬ 
ing the records. I didn't prepare these records. 

MR. ROTH: Do you want him to stop? 

THE COURT: Put in 1968. 

THE WITNESS: $2,784,054, that is for 1968. 

Q Are you familiar enough with the affairs of the 
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corporation to -tate whether for the year 1972 it operated 
at a loss or a profit? 

A The final figures, of course, are not out but 
it will come in with a tremendous loss. 

THF COURT: Have you got any company figures 
that you prepared? 

THE WITNESS: I do not work on the figures. 

I find somebody special to do that. That is why I hesi¬ 
tated on the fiscal and calendar year. 

It's a matter of record. The anticipated 

loss, if I recall correctly, would be in the $20 million 
range. Of course, that is not final. I think that 

is a record in the Wall Street Journal. 

Q During the period from the early '60s through 
1969 or even to this date has the number of newsstands 
operated by Union News increased or declined? 

A They have declined, sir. 

Q Could you venture a percentage of the decline 
trom 1963, say, to today? 

A I couldn't recall the exact figure of the 
total decline. 

Q Just an approximation. 

A I would say approximately 15 per cent. 

THE COURT: How much? 
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THE WITNESS: 15 per cent approximately. 

I am not quoting that as a true figure. 

THE COURT: That is your estimate? 

THE WITNESS: Right. 

Q 15 per cent? 

A Yes, 15.

THE COURT: Where do you work in New York City? 

THE WITNESS: We operate in the entire area of 
New York City. We have the subway stands, all three 
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subway stands and the newsstands and every part of New 
York City, Grand Central Station, Penn Terminal, Jamaica 
Station, the Long Island Railroad as it goes out. We 
lease out large stands and going up from New York. 

There has been a declining market in the 
suburbs, of course, from what we call the operation to what 
we call lease stands. 

Q Do you operate under union contracts? 

A Yes, we do, sir. 

Q What unions do you have in your company? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I will let him answer that. 

THE WITNESS: I would say we have a labor man 
in charge of that. But I would say practically any 
union that exists in some of our operations we have. 

THE COURT: Are all your stands union stands? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

THE COURT: in the metropolitan area? 

THE WITNESS: As far as my knowledge, they all 

are, sir. 

Q Over the period from the early '60s through 
1969 did you have increases in the Union News rates of 
pay for your union employees? 

A Yes, sir. 
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MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: Labor costs had been going up? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

Q Did you or someone associated with you in the 
company caused to be made up a schedule showing the 
increases over an hourly rate over the years from 1959 
to 1960? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q I show you this schedule which has been attached 
to the amended answers to interrogatories on the defendant's 
part and ask you whether this schedule was one that was 
prepared or a copy of one that was prepared showing those 
changes over the years? 

A As far as I know this was the schedule prepared 
by labor, by the gentleman in charge of labor, Mr. John 
Scully. 

MR. ROTH: I want to offer that in evidence. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No objection, your Honor, but I 
will suggest that all of the amended answers to the inter¬ 
rogatories and all of the exhibits be introduced at this 
time. 

THE COURT: I think I am a bear for punishment. 

MR. ROTH: I am not going to offer them. 

If he wants to offer them that is up to him. 
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THE COURT: This doesn't go to the issue in 
the case except to the issue of the earnings that the union 
caused, is that right? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

MR. ROTH: I know your Honor doesn't want to 
hear argument but there is another point involved. 

THE COURT: I will let the thing come in. 

Why don't you mark it. 

(Defendant's Exhibit H was received in 
evidence.) 

MR. ROTH: I won't belabor the record with any 
reference to this. 

Can you give me the leases. 

MR. ROSENBERG: I don't warrant that these are 
complete lists of leases that you gave to me. 

MR. ROTH: I don't blame you that you don't 
warrant it, in these days of Xerox. 

THE COURT: Who are the company's auditors who 

were engaged In preparing your statements? 

THE WITNESS: Peat, Marwick & Mitchell. 

MR. ROTH: I am trying to avoid cluttering up 
the record with a batch of leases. 

THE COUkT: I hope you don't. 

MR. ROTH: I will ask questions about them. 
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THE COURT: You mean the rents have gone up? 

MR. ROTH: Not so much as the actual terms 

involved. 

THE COURT: You have leases where the rental 

was based on whole or in part on sales? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. We have a combin¬ 

ation, a minimum guarantee and a percentage beyond a 
minimum guarantee. We have so many I really couldn't 
quote them. 

THE COURT: Some of them are straight leases? 

THE WITNESS: Some are straight rental and some 
have percentages. 

THE COURT: Others have a minimum rental perhaps 
with an increased rental based on sales? 

THE WITNESS: Varying different leases all over 

the country. 

Q Your major airports and terminals, would they 
be fixed leases or percentage leases? 

A I would have to examine the lease to give you 

a correct answer. As I recall, there should be a 
minimum guarantee plus a percentage. 

MR. ROSENBERG: Ancorp has net leases at all 
or some of its terminal locations, we stipulate to that. 

MR. ROTH: We don't want _ ju to stipulate net 
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leases. We want you to stipulate non-net leases. 

THE COURT: We can waste all night on this 
subject. The leases say what they say. I am not sure 
that Mr. McCollough is too familiar with all these leases. 

Do you negotiate all these leases? 

THE WITNESS: No, sir. 

THE COURT: Who does? 

THE WITNESS: Some of these are on bids. 

They send out bids and you make nroposals on them. 

THE COURT: Do you have a special department 
that takes care of the leasing? 

THE WITNESS: Not in reality, your Honor. 

If a lease would come in and it would be examined and some¬ 
body would go over it and take out pertinent information on 
it and it would be passed on and discussed with different 
people but not any specific department for this as such. 

MR. ROTH: 1 think we will go into a few 

samples. 

THE COURT: Do your financial statements show 
these annual reports? Do they show a breakdown as to 
rentals? 

THE WITNESS: I think — 

MR. ROTH: A breakdown? 

THE COURT: Yes, among the expenses does it 
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show rentals? 

MR. ROTH: What they show generally is the 

total in futuro lease obligations. 

THE COURT: I am not worrying about in futuro 
lease obligations at the moment. 

The rental rate was increased to your company 
over the period of each report, is that correct? 

THE WITNESS: It all depended on the terms of 
the lease. Some of those leases, as they run out you 
might not recoup the lease because of ground proposals. 

It would be pretty hard to find as such. It could perhaps 
show in the annual report. The total amount should 

show. 

Q Do these leases also contain requirements as 
to what you are to sell? 

A They do — 

THE COURT: What do you mean requirements as to 
what to sell, what do you mean by that? 

THE WITNESS: Some of the leases, I can't quote 
them all from memory, would say you sell newspapers, candy, 
tobacco, define what you could sell and give an area on it 
because there might be another shop that has other com¬ 
modities. 

THE COURT: That is so the landlord isn't 
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leasing two premises next to each other selling the same 

thing, isn't it? That is the purpose of that. I can 
understand that. 

THE WITNESS: It shows the commodities you are 
allowed to sell. 

THE COURT: It gives you the right to sell 
tobacco and somebody else the right to sell bathing suits. 

THE WITNESS: Right. 

THE COURT: I understand that. 

Q Do they contain conditions as to the kind of 
stands you are to operate, the character of the structure? 

A Some leases you would have to get a blueprint 
or permission before you install the lease as to the over¬ 
all construction. 

Q Did the leases contain requirements as to the 
hours of operation? 


operation. 


Some leases specifically refer to hours of 


THE COURT: Is that quite useful in your leases? 


THE WITNESS: I would say in some of them they 
are, particularly in a given area but I can't quote them 
all. We operate in 40 states and I couldn't do it, your 


Honor. 


The lease will speak for itself on the question. 
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MR. ROSENBERG: I think I can collapse a lot 
of the testimony by stipulating that the leases permit the 
various locations to be open for long hours to handle 
certain products for sales and so forth. If the purpose 

of this line of testimony is to establish that they require 
that the stands be opened inordinate hours, I would ask 
that the particular provisions be noted. 

THE COURT: How long do your leases run usually? 

THE WITNESS: They run in different areas. 

THE COURT: Let's talk about metropolitan New 
York. Let's get out west. 

THE WITNESS: In the subway they run for three 
years. I couldn't quote them all in New York. 

THE COURT: How about Grand Central? 

THE WITNESS: Grand Central atthe present time, 
if I remember correctly, is on a year-to-year basis. 

I think that Penn Terminal is also — 

THE COURT: Is it fair to say that your leases 

around the terminal areas of New York are long-term? - 

THE WITNESS: Grand Central was a three-year 
lease renewable from year to year. 

MR. ROTH: Perhaps we should go to one or two 

of the leases. 

THE COURT: I don't think Mr. McCollough can do 
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that. We are wasting a lot of time by showing a lot of 
papers. 

MR. ROTHs Just one or two. 

Q Take a look at this one dated January 5, 1959 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Does that contain a percentage clause? 

THE COURT: That lease ostensibly covers what, 

Mr. McCollough? 

THE WITNESS: This would cover various operations 
on the Penn Railroad. It's the exact operations. It 
does contain a percentage clause and a guarantee. It's a 
10 per cent and a guarantee of $35,000. That is what 
the lease says without reading it all. An over road lease 
would cover certain units of Penn Railroad along the line. 

THE COURT: Is that still in effect? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, we are still in the Penn 

Railroad. 

Q Does it contain a limitation on the price of 
newspapers, for example? 

A The lease says not to use the premises, trains 
of the railroad company for any purpose other than for 
the exercise of the privilege herein granted, nor sell 
newspapers or periodicals upon said premises or trains at 
a price exceeding publisher's regular advertised retail 
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Q There is an exception of 50 miles away. 

A Right. 

THE COURT: We will take a short recess. 

(Recess.) 

BY MR. ROTH: 

Q We were talking about these leases. 

Did the leases contain any specific require¬ 
ments with respect to the structures that are going to be 
used in the operation? 

A Some of them would, yes. 

Q With respect to hours, where you have terminals, 

do you keep open generally on holidays, Sundays? 

A I would say we do keep some stands open. 

I think Mr. Mineo could answer that. 

Q Le's take the situation such as Grand Central. 

Do you keep stands open during the evening? 

A They open up to a certain time during the 
evening, yes. 

Q Do they keep open on Saturdays all day? 

A I would have to check the records on that. 

THE COURT: You are not familiar with that? 

THE WITNESS: I am not familiar at this partic¬ 
ular time. 
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Q Did you ask one of the employees of the company 
to prepare some sort of schedule of the hours? 

A Yes, Mr. Mineo prepared it. 

Q Instead of going through a number of these 
leases we might take one of these. 

One is marked Grand Central Terminal lease. 

If no one objects I won't even mark it for identification 
so we won't have this extensive document in the record at 
all. 

Does that contain a percentage clause? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Your Honor — 

THE COURT: I am afraid you have to mark it for 
identification anyway. 

MR. ROTH: I think we have had enough of this 

subject. 

THE COURT: I don't think the witness has any 
familiarity with these things. 

THE WITNESS: Some of those are 40 pages. 

In so far as preparing the list I think Mr. Mineo prepared 
a list. 

Q We have heard mention in this case so far of 
out of town prices. 

Did you maintain the cover prices out of town 
for The Times, The News and The Post? 
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MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I guess we have to be clear on this. 
The testimony is that the newspapers had different prices 
for their newspapers whether they sold within the city 
or suburbs or whether they sold 50 miles out which is 
called the country, as I recall it. Sometimes there 
is a difference in price. 

You sell these newspapers, your company sells 
these newspapers both in New York City and in the country, 
is that correct? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, sir. 

THE COURT: The question is do you sell them 
at the price the newspaper proposes you sell them and which 
is the price on the face of the newspaper? 

THE WITNESS: We do not now. 

Q Until the summer of 1969 did you sell those 
newspapers at the cover price out of town? 

A We did. 

Q And after 1969 when the rebates or allowances 

were cut off by these three newspapers as has been testified 
to ,i did you continue to maintain those cover prices out of 
town? 

A No. 

Q What did you do? How much did you add to the 
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A I couldn't testify to that but Mr. Mineo 
prepared them. 

Q Prepared the schedule? 

A Yes. 

Q You directed him to prepare such a schedule? 

A That is correct. 

Q That schedule shows what? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I am afraid poor Mr. McCollough 
can't testify about things that he doesn't know about. 

Q There has been testimony here concerning your 

certain conversations that you may have 1 had with represent¬ 
atives of newspapers in connection with additional payments 
to be made by these newspapers to your company. 

Did you have any such conversations with any 
representative of the New York Times? 

A Yes. 

Q When was that, do you remember? 

A I couldn't give you the exact date. It would 

be some time approximately in 1963. I amrot sure of the 
date. 

Q Whom did you speak to? 

A I don't recall the gentleman's name I spoke tc. 
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Perhaps it was Mr. Nat Goldstein. 

Q Do you recall the conversation at all? 

A The conversation in any discussion was that we 
did not feel we were getting enough profit on the publica¬ 
tion. We should get a better price. 

Q What year was that, did you say? 

A I am not sure of the year but I would think it 
was in 1963. 

Q Was it before or after an arrangement under 
which posters were being delivered specifically for certain 
considerations by The Times? 

A As I recall it would be after. 

Q It was after? 

A Yes. 

Q What happened? what did Mr. Goldstein say 
and what did you say? 

THE CO'JRT: He doesn't even know if it was 
Mr. Goldstein. 

Do you have a clear recollection? 

THE WITNESS: No. 

Q Do you have any recollection of a conversation 
beyond what you have told us? 

A No, I do not. 

0 Did anybody comply with your request?

Q Mr. McCollough, I believe that in response to 
some of Mr. Roth’s questions you were looking at some notes, 
is that correct?

Q I believe you said that the Delaware corporation 
filed a Chapter XI this year. 

A That's right, sir. 

Q Which corporation is that? 

A The Delaware corporation is that corporation 

where all our restaurants, newsstands — 
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Q What is the name of that corporation? 

A Ancorp National Services, Incorporated. 

Q To your knowledge, sir, is the Union News Company 
a separate company today? 

A No, sir. 

What is it? 

It is part of the corporation, Ancorp National

What are they?

THE COURT: Do you remember how many of them 
are operated by each company? 

THE WITNESS: I couldn’t give you the exact 
figure, but under Ancorp New York Corporation is approx¬ 
imately ten. 

THE COURT: Ten? 

THE WITNESS: That’s right, and all the rest are

THE COURT: They are part of the Port Authority, 

you say? 

THE WITNESS: The Port Authority and Staten 
Islam/, St. George's Ferry, and the Marine Aviation which 
is the South Ferry. 

THE COURT: How long has Ancorp New York been 

doing this? 

THE WITNESS: I don't have the record of when it

THE WITNESS: No, sir. 

Q What is your present understanding of what the 
Union News Company's involvement was before the Federal 

Trade Commission?

MR. ROTH: Objection. I don't think that is 
at all relevant. There is a record here and we are 
talking about an order. 

THE COURT: I will let him answer if he 

recalls. 

You know the company was involved in a proceed- 
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ing with the Federal Trade Commission, is that right?

Q Mr. McCullough, I show you a stack of invoices 
which are Government's Exhibit 33, call your attention to 
just the first one in the group, June 2, 1969, "Rental of 
space in newsstands for New York Times advertising signs 
for month of June '69, 528 locations at 4.90, $2587.20." 

Does that refresh your recollection as to the 
terms of the agreement between The Times and Union News 
beginning after 1963? 

A This is certainly an nvoice to Mr. Nat 
Goldstein. 

Q Well, let me turn back to January 4, 1965, 
and call to your attention that invoice, the same price, 
same number of locations, same price per location, state¬ 
ment at the bottom of the invoice, 

"Please return duplicate invoice with you 

remittance to W. A. McCollough, vice-president." 

A Right, sir. 

Q Do you recall whether that or similar invoices 
came back to you? 
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A Well, the invoices would not necessarily come 
back to me. The payments would come back and be recorded.

Q Did you have any discussion with Mr. Carey 
about establishing a promotional or advertising campaign 
for the New York Daily News at Union newsstands? 

A A price allowance.

Q Mr. McCollough, let me show you what has been 
marked as Government's Exhibit 41 for identification and 
ask you if you can briefly identify what this is.

Q Did you have any discussions with Mr. Greenberg

Q Isn't it true, Mr. McCollough, that after the 
New York Post changed its weekend or Saturday edition cover 
price from 10 to 15 cents Union News withheld payments to 
the New York Post?

Q You were delinquent on your account with the 
New York Post?

Q For approximately a month until you worked out 
your agreement with Mr. Greenberg, is that right?

have to be checked. They are paid a month behind. 

Q Didn t you fall a further month behind as a 
result of this disagreement? 

A Yes. 

Q Wasn't it at a time when the Union News Company 

was $44,000 behind in its account to the New York Post 

that you reached your agreement with Mr. Greenberg?

A I can't remember the exact figure but if we

were behind 44,000 our normal charge with The Post runs

A It was in reference again to the fact that 
they did not give us enough money to make the proper profit 
on the publication and we need a price allowance to take 
care of it.

A I really don't recall getting any posters 
of the Wall Street Journal but I couldn't say. 

Q If there were any posters it would have been 

an incidental part of the agreement? 

A A minute part. 

Q During any of your conversations. Me. McCollough, 
either with Nat Goldstein at The Times or Bill Carey, 

Jack Underwood of The News, John Potulny of the Wall Street 
Journal, Byron Greenberg of the New York Post, did you 
ever ask any of them whether they had any advertising 
allowances or price allowances with any other retail 
outlets? 

A I do not recall ever asking them, no, sir.

Didn't it occur to you during any of your 
conversations with any of the newspaper circulation people 
that what you were doing was in violation of the Federal 
Trade Commission order which was affirmed by the Second 
Circuit Court of Appeals? 

THE COURT: He doesn't care if it's affirmed 
by the Second Circuit. 

Were you worried whether any of these arrange¬ 
ments were violated by the order? 

THE WITNESS: As I understand newspapers were 
not part of it. I could be wrong about this but that 
is what I understood. 

THE COURT: You thought it didn't apply to 

newspapers? 
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THE WITNESS: That is right. If that is so 
it would not have any application to the letter. I assume, 
but I am not a lawyer. 

Q Your understanding of the order is that it 
didn't refer to newspapers? 

A As I recall, it had no mention of newspapers. 

Q Doesn't the order say that the respondents and 
Union News should forthwith cease and desist from receiving 
or inducing and receiving or contracting for the receipt of 
anything of value from any of their supplies? Do you 
find anything in the language of that order which excludes 
newspapers? 

A I can't interpret the order legally. 

THE COURT: I don't think there is anything 
worthwhile between you two having a legal discussion. 

You didn't think it applied to newspapers so you didn't 
think this memorandum applied? 

THE WITNESS: Legally I couldn't have any 
interpretation. I would say newspapers did not apply. 

Q Was that something you thought about in 1963, 
•64, '65? 

A I couldn't answer that far back what I thought. 
I would say that the newspapers categorically would carry 
longer. 
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Q Did you think about Mr. Gartinkle's memo at the 

time? 

THE COURT: That is a hard question to answer. 

A The same as the other letter you showed me 
yesterday which I said whatever came across my desk I am 

i 

sure I read it. 

Q As far as you were concerned there really was 
nothing wrong with any of these arrangements? 

THE COURT: I understand the witness to say 
he received a memorandum and he read it and it contained 
the cease and desist order and he operated on the thought 
that newspapers weren't included in that order so when he 
had the discussions on thse price allowances that he didn't 
think that was involved. 

Is that a fair statement? 

THE WITNESS: I would say the whole company's 
interpretation. 

THE COURT: I am worried about your interpreta¬ 
tion. 

THE WITNESS: I would say that was the inter¬ 

pretation. 

Q Did there come a time in December of 1969, 
sir, when you received written notices from The Times, 
the Taily News, the New York Post, to the effect that they

Q Did you instruct your accounting department to 
stop sending invoices to each of the papers for this 
service? 

A I do not recall instructing the accounting 

department to stop sending them. They could have continued 
to send them. 

Q They did continue to send the bills for several 
months to each of the newspapers? 

A They probably did, no doubt about it. I don't 
think they were paid.

THE COURT: What did you do about it? Did 
you do anything about it? 

THE WITNESS: The only thing I did about it, 

I talked to them, the circulation director, John Betumian, 
and I told him that I heard there was an article going to 
be written on Mr. Garfinkle by the Wall Street Journal 
and they were going around asking people a lot of ques¬ 
tions and we would certainly invite them down to our 
office.

THE COURT: You invited them down? 

THE WITNESS: And bring the reporter. 

John Kessler, I think was the reporter. I told them we 
were good customers of theirs and we would invite them 
down. They could come right upstairs and sit down and talk 
to him. 

Q Didn't you say something further to Mr. Potulny 
or other persons in the circulation department of the Wall 
Street Journal concerning this article? 

A I didn't even see the article.

Q Prior to its publication? 

A As I recall that is what I talked to him about. 

Q Didn't you say to Mr. Potulny or someone else 
in the circulation department 'I hope they, the Journal 
editors, realize they are the largest news distributors in 
the Wall Street Journal in the United States"? 

A I could have said that, yes. 

Q Didn't you threaten the Wall Street Journal 
with removal of its copies of the newspapers from the 
Union newsstands if the article was published? 

A No, sir. 

MR. ROTH: Did you after the article was 
published, that is the next question. 

THE WITNESS: We continued to handle them after 
the article was published so the threat would have been 
nil. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROTH: 

Q Talking about that article — by the way,'do 
you have something else you want to say in response to 
the last question? 

THE WITNESS: There was a question that came 
up yesterday with reference to extraordinary losses. 
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I would say there were extraordinary losses and whatever 
it's going to be I don't know at this point. It will be 
heavy. We don't have the final figure because it came 
up yesterday. 

THE COURT: There was one question I asked you 
yesterday, whether there had been any particular event 
that happened in 1972 which was responsible in whole or 
in part for this extraordinary loss and you didn't recall 
at that time. 

THE WITNESS: In so far as our different units 
would put us in Chapter XI, yes, I do know. 

THE COURT: What particular events? 

THE WITNESS: Over-expansion, the economy, 
and the wage freeze, and the labor freeze which turned out 
not to be a labor freeze because they lifted the labor, 
allowed increases to go through. 

There was an over-expansion of the food industry 
which really collapsed. That is part of it all and being 

short of cash which we did not have. 

Q Were there actual losses of the operations 
apart from extraordinary events? 

A Yes. 

Q After the p; Plication of this article that 

Mr. Rosenberg questioned you about, did you remove the 
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Wall Street Journal from the Union newsstands? 

A No. 

Q Did you change your practices with respect 

to the Wall Street Journal in any way? 

A After they stopped paying $6000 a year which 
was before this article, wasn't it? 

A I don't know the exact date they stopped paying, 
sir. I can't remember when they stopped paying. 

Q We will get that. There is in evidence a 
schedule — 

A If it was 1969 — 

THE COURT: The court reporter can't write down 
if you are both talking at once. Don't do that. 

Q We will come back to that. 

In any event, after they stopped paying $500 
a month did you do anything in any way to effect the sales 
of the Wall Street Journal? 

A Not that I recall. 

Q Did you continue the same methods of distribu¬ 
tion in any way? 

A It's still on our stands. 

Q After the newspapers discontinued the payment 
of these amounts that have been referred to in 1969, did 
you do anything with respect to the prices that previously 
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were maintained with respect to out of town locations? 

A Prices were increased. 

Q How much were they increased? 

A I don't have that information. Mr. Mineo 
should have that information. 

Q Was there any situation — * will withdraw that. 

You talked about the stands that Union News 
has in Grand Central. Did Mr. Green's Eastern Newsstand 
Corporation acquire a stand in Grand Central? 

A They did acquire a stand there. 

Q When? 

A I think August 29. I am not sure of the date. 

It will be around August. 

Q That was one of your locations that they are 
taking over? 

A l..*t is right. 

THE COURT: August 29 of this year? 

THE WITNESS: Yes. 

Q When were the arrangements made? 

A I don't know the actual date when the arrange¬ 
ments were made but they were made — 

Q Earlier this year? 

A Approximately a month and a half ago we got the 
notification. I am not sure of the date. 
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Q Could you tell us why you lost that lease? 

A They had been after us for some time. At the 
exact area there is a Liggett store next to our newsstand 
operation and they have been after us for some time to 
combine the two operations and the expenditure would be 
approximately, as I recall it, $50,000. We did not feel 
that the expenditure justified the operation. 

Q Then Mr. Green took over the lease? 

A Ae I understand, Mr. Green has been sent the 
lease. Whether the lease has actually be signed by him 
with the Grand Central, I don't know. He is taking it 

over. 

Q Do you understand whether he agreed to pay the 
$50,000 in renovation costs? 

THE COURT: I don't know how he can agree with 

that. 

THE WITNESS: I don't know. 

Q Is there any other location that Mr. Green's 
Eastern Newsstand Corporation took over from you? 

A They are taking over our location in the 
Empire State Building. 

Q Gong back to Grand Central, is that the first 
time any outsider has secured a newsstand lease in the 
Grand Central area? 
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A Within the Grand Central area itself. 

Q You just mentioned the Empire State. 

A Yes. 

Q How did you lose your lease there to Eastern 

News? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: I am inclined to sustain the 
objection. I think this is a competitive proposition, 
as I suppose, and Mr. McCollough indicated that Union News 
has financial problems here and I gather that Eastern News 
from Mr. Green's testimony doesn't seem to have the same 
financial problems. 

I think we can leave it at that. 

THE WITNESS: On one question, Mr.* Roth, if I 
may, in reference to the price I said Mr. Mineo had, I 
think this gentleman asked me yesterday if we had a price 
book for newspapers and, as I recall now, we did have what 
we call notebooks but Mr. Mineo could testify to that. 

THE COURT: Any other questions? 

MR. ROTH: No, sir. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROSENBERG: 

Q I didn't hear your answer to the question when 
Judge Bonsai asked you whether you now know if there was an 
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extraordinary loss? 

A There will be. 

Q In 1972? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q What is the nature of that extaordinary loss? 

MR. ROTH: The Court described it. 

A It's not computed to this point. 

Q What is the nature of the loss? 

THE COURT: He gave us the facts of over¬ 
expansion and the effect of the wage price freeze and labor 
contracts. Those three elements you mentioned. 

THE WITNESS: The extra loss willcome in from 
diieontinuation because of Chapter XI. We are closing 

up and we discontinued operations.. There is yet to be 
determined the final figure. 

Q Are you an accountant? 

A No, sir. 

MR. ROSENBERG: No further questions. 

THE COURT: You are excused. 

(Witness excused.) 

MR. ROTH: I call Mr. Mineo. 
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VINCENT MINEO, called as a witness by 

the defendant, being first duly sworn, testified as 

follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
BY MR. ROTH: 

Q Mr. Mineo, were you formerly employed by the 
Ancorp National Services Corporation? 

A Yes, I was. 

Q In what capacity? 

A As supervisor in the accounting department. 

Q How long were you in that position? 

A Well, I was employed for about 40 years and I 

would say about 30 years was as a supervisor of various 
departments. 

Q When did you leave the company? 

A I left April 1,1973. 

Q Were you familiar with the practices that Ancorp 
maintained in the so-called country area? 

A Yes, in the newspaper department we maintained 
price books. 

Q Was there any change in the pries previously 
established for The Times and News, The Post, in the 
country areas in 1969? 

A Yes, I recall a price change. 
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Q What was the change? 

A In the country areas of the New York Times 
we added five .Cents to the selling price of the daily and 
ten cents to the Sunday editions. 

Q How about The News? 

A I don't recall anything on The News. As a 
matter of fact, yes, including The News. 

Q Was there any change in connection with The 

Post? 

A I believe there was. 

Q Did you make a calculation of the amounts 
received by Ancorp in 1969 by reason of the addition of those 
extra charges? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q Did you also make calculation of the amounts 
that would have been received by Ancorp by reason of these 
raises in 1966, '67 and '68? 

MR. ROSENBERG: Objection. 

THE COURT: He is asking if he made a calcula¬ 
tion. 

Did you make such a calculation? 

THE WITNESS: Yes, I did. 

Q I show you this schedule and ask you whether 
that contains the calculations that I have just referred to?

A Yes, these are ray figures.

Q What is the amount of the increase that resulted -

THE COURT: What you are saying is that if 

you violated the order during these years that I should 
take into consideration the fact that if you would increase 
the country prices you wouldn' have lost as much as you 
did by violation of the order, is that right? 

MR. ROTH: Right. And we were completely 
free to do so ar.d we did do so. 

THE COURT: I am afraid I will sustain the 

objection. 1 don't quite see that it's relevant here. 

MR. ROTH: You don't see its relevancy to 

mitigation? 

THE COURT: No, I don't quite see it from the 
point of view of mitigation either. 

MR. ROTH: I think that a liberal — 

THE COURT: I am being as liberal as I can be. 

I am afraid I have to stop here. I will sustain the 
objection on it. 

The issue is whether the violations number one 
and two, if they were violations, what penalty is the 
Government entitled to recover. This isn't relevant to 
either of those issues. 
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MR. ROTH: But, your Honor, I don't want to 
belabor the argument with you but it seems to me there is 
heavy burden on your Honor in determining the amount. 

THE COURT: You mean on the penaly? 

MR. ROTH: Yes. I just hope that this — 

THE COURT: I don't think that this is relevant 
to the issue of penalty. I think what was -he size, if 
I find these things were violations of the order, wha- 
money it received, what it amounted to, the period of time, 
that kind of thing, those things I consider relevant but 
I don't quite see that it is relevant to the penalty if the 
Union News raised the country prices during the years 
and if it didn't have the violations of the order it would 
be better off. 

MR. ROTH: How about the year 1969, the very 

year in which they ceased making these payments. 

THE COURT: I will let you testify what the 
figure was in 1969 by reason of the increase of the country 
prices, if you want to do that. 

MR. ROSENBERG: May I be heard briefly? 

THE COURT: Never mind. You can tell me 
that it doesn't have any relevance but it won't do any 
harm in hearing it. 

Q In 1969. 
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A I have to give two figures. 1969 dailies 
would be $30,905. 

Q From The limes? 

A Yes. 

Q Go ahead. 

A On the Sunday Times it would be $8685. 

Q And how about the next newspaper? 

A The News would be dailies, 39,758 andthe Sunday 

would be $6476. 

Q What about The Post? 

A The Post, 19C9, it would, be $4283 on the dailies. 

On the Sundays it would be $1176. 

THE COURT: It was, I take it. 

THE WITNESS: It was. 

THE COURT: What is the total for 1969 by reason 
of the increase for the country area? 

THE WITNESS: Giving an approximation, about 

95, $96,000. 

Q In other words, the increases that were put 
in on the country papers in 1969 resulted in an increase 
of revenue of about $96,000? 

THE WITNESS: Right. 

Q Mr. Mineo, did you at some time make, at the 
direction of Mr. McCollough, a calculation or a schedule

would cost more than Union News. Independent operators, 
he says,could not survive because without his buying power 
on candies, gum, etc. (and consequent discounts) they 
could not meet expenses. 

. It Is hard to think about this situation with complete objectivity 
in view of our recent experience with Garfinkle. If we can ignore 
the harsh treatment he tried to give us, the situation does deserve some 
.'consideration. The payments we are already making and have made 
for several years are, in reality, an acknowledgement of the fact 
that we recognize his high costs and the service we receive. 

Telling Garfinkle that we would not increase rebates by a cent, 

I asked him if he had any specific proposal in mind. He did. He 
suggested that he make display sign space available to The Times and
